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THE 
MEXICAN 
TERRITORY 
OF 
LOWER CALIFORNIA. 


Its Capital and Sizrronstdlnss - 
Barren El Dorado—A Descrip­ 
tion o f the Cuantry. 


{Special Correspondence of the Reoord-Umoj.'.] 
M olegk, Lower California, Oct. 8, 1885. 
La Paz, capital of the Territory of Lower 
California and the only city within its 
limits, contains about 4,000 inhabitants. 
T he wonder is that so m any have come to 
this dreary place. Gold, silver, pearls and 
precious stones— the illuring phantom s 
that have beckoned the fortune-hunter to 
these coasts for centuries—havecailed them 
here in search of Ei Dorado, but few ex­ 
pect to end their days hereabouts. Being 
on the shores of the great gulf whose un ­ 
known waters were sailed by Cortez and 
his hardy crew three centuries and a half 
ago. one’s thoughts turn naturally to the 
m isty past—and indeed there is little of 
present interest to be found here, whatever 
the future may develop. It is thought, and 
not without a reasonable basis upon which 
to found such belief, that the almost un­ 
explored 
range 
of 
mountains which 
traverses this volcanic point of land fiom 
end to end, is exceedingly rich in precious 
minerals. Not many years ago reports— 
purjiorting to 
have come across 
the 
Gulf 
of 
California 
to 
Guayraas, 
and spread from thence to the mining 
world—of rich plarer gold found in the re­ 
mote district of Mtilege. drew a crowd of 
adventurers to this region. It was claimed 
that gold lay around on the surface in 
shining nugeets, waiting only to be picked 
u p ; in even greater abundance than that 
in Upper California, which astonished the 
world a century ago. People poured down 
from 
the mining regions of Arizona, 
Sonora, Chihuahua, and tiie distant mines 
of Colorado and Nevada, and suffered u n ­ 
told hardships in reaching this destination, 
it niege lies southwest of Guaymas, and can 
only be reached by journeying from that 
port across the Gulf, in one of the frail 
poorly-provisioned 
sailing 
craft 
that 
ply the stormy waters. 
W hen the eager 
gold-hunters arrived at the eastern shore of 
Baja California, after intense sufferings 
from want and thirst, they found a long 
stretch of waterless desert to cross—and 
beyond lay only more desert and disap­ 
pointment, until a mountain wall opposed 
further progress. Then it came out that 
THE WONDEEFUL PLACEB MINUS 
Were a fraud and a delusion, gotten up as 
a ’* boom ” for Guayruas by certain shop­ 
keepers of that city who wished to reduce 
the goods in their overstocked stores by 
encouraging 
immigration. 
Well, 
the 
schemers 
succeeded 
to a certain ex­ 
tent. and Guaymas was the gainer by 
considerable 
increase 
of 
population— 
but 
they 
were 
not 
of 
a class to 
benefit a border town except in the way of 
tilling its prisons and almshouses, being 
the disappointed ones returned from Mu- 
lege in rags and poverty, the gold fever that 
had rioted so fiercely in their veins having 
burned away the last vestige of ambition. 
Not far from Mulege—where are now some 
copper mines and a sleepy town of 1,500 
inhabitants—surrounded by trackless de­ 
serts and far remote from civilization— 
stands an ancient convent, that is m ost im ­ 
pressive in its ruin and decay, ft is a type 
of the mission building of the distent past, 
when every church was a fort, and every 
religious edifice a veritable castle, and it is 
now abandoned to Indians, bats and wild 
beasts. The story of the Jesuitic explora­ 
tions of Lower California, as told by Father 
Salvatierra,sounds like a christianized echo 
of the " Iliad.” 
Even now, iti the vicinity 
of l a Paz and Mulege, strange tales are 
told of those muscular missionaries who 
pierced the heart of the peninsula with 
romantic expeditions, carrying Bible and 
sword together—the one as a sharp, busi­ 
nesslike commentary on the other. 
They 
built churches, held masses, taught the 
Children, bent over the sick with solicitous 
care, but all the time went around armed 
to the teeth, and never lorgot to look 
after temporal things in the way of 
pearls, 
gold 
and 
such 
treasures 
as 
the country produced. To day tho country 
is substantially the samé as when Cortes 
and his successors explored it—the same 
trackless forests, unknown .m oan tains and 
uncultivated prairies, except where, here 
and there n solitary ranch man, by proper 
irrigation lias made the desert to blossom 
like a rose. W herever irrigation is possi­ 
ble, the virgin soil yields most luxuriantly. 
But want of water is the bane of Lower 
California. Only two streams fall from the 
m ountains into the Gulf of California, both 
near the middle of the peninsula ; and only 
three on the Pacific side—all short streams, 
which become nearly dry daring the long 
hot season, but ere exceedingly dangerous 
m ountain torrents at tho time of rains. In 
the interior are several copious springs, 
sending forth abundant streams, which run 
along a rocky course, and are ultimately 
’ absorbed in the porous arid soil, or are 
LOST IN SUBTERRANEAS CHANNELS. 
Other springs, scattered here and there, 
are almost invariably found in the bare 
rock, for, unfortunately, water and soil are 
seldom m et with in the same place, but 
whenever it happens the fertility is im­ 
mense. In winter the rains are" terrific, 
but of short duration, accompanied by tre­ 
mendous tornadoes of wind, sweeping the 
soil from every exposed position into the 
sea, leaving the luckless ranchero the al­ 
ternative of seeking fresh fields and pas­ 
tures new. or plying his vocation on a bed 
of bare rcick. During these rains the ther­ 
mometer sometimes fails us low as 50°. 
The variety of climate, however, fs great, 
for when near Cape San Lucas the tber- 
-TO,',;geter stands between (kJ° and 70°, at 
the head of tho GCiir it is often down 
to the freezing point. 
For about eighty 
miles north of Cape San Lucas the AÍr ¡“ 
.m ild, being tempered by a sea breeze; 
out from this section north to Loreto 
(which lies about midway between La Paz 
and Muleg?, on the Gulf side), the beat is 
excessive ; but thence, northward, th eairis 
cooler. On the Pacific coast the tempera­ 
ture is delightful, never falling below 50° 
nor rising above 70°. The sky is peculiarly 
beautiful, of a deep cloudless blue, except 
sometimes curing "the most gorgeous sun­ 
sets, when streaks of violet, purple and 
green appear upon the western horigoa. 
The few fertile spout of Lower California 
yield corn, sugar-cane, orchilla. manioc, 
wheat, and all m anner of esculent roots, 
excellent grapes, from which wine is made 
sim ilar to that of the Canaries; oranges, 
lemons, limes, prunes, citrons, dates, plan­ 
tains, olives, figs, pineapples, etc. The foot­ 
hills feed a few wild sheep and goats; and 
to a small extent horses, black cattle, mules 
and pigs are reared. But the s»a has done 
its best to make up for the barrenness of 
the land, being stored with 
l'isn IN INCREDIBLE NUMBER 
And variety. Among them are the halibut, 
«aluion, turbot, skate, pilchard, thornback. 
mackerel, large oyster, barbel, soles, boni­ 
tos, lobsters, sardines, cod, tunnies, ancho­ 
vies. and pearl 
oysters. 
The gigantic 
mountain wall which traverses the entire 
territory ris. s to an average hight of 5 000 
feet, the culminating peak being called 
Térro de la Giganta—the hill of the Giant­ 
ess. It has two extinct volcanoes, num ber­ 
less springs of hot water and bitumen. 
Much of it is heated by subterranean fires, 
and earthquakes have been frequent. Tho 
bills are almost bare of vesture, sprinkled 
only here and there with chHparral. small 
slirubs and dwarf bushes. 
At the foot of 
the range " organ cactus ” grows to extra­ 
ordinary hight. 
Among the ridges, can­ 
yons and protected hoilows are a few spots 
of soil, generally form I’d of decomposed 
lava. Considerable coal has been found at 
Santiago, and some pretroleum on the P a­ 
cific side. There are gold placers in Santa 
Cruz (Arroyo 
del Tule), Rosario, San 
Rafael, 
and 
the 
lately-discovered 
fields of Santa Gertrudes, nine miles 
west from the Bay of Trinidad. 
For the 
purpose of conscientiously surveying the 
mining and agricutural area of its little- 
known and long-neglected territory, the 
Mexican Government has recently ap ­ 
pointed a commission (to begin with the 
gold placers of Santa Gertrudes), composed 
of expert mining, geological, agricultural 
and topographical engineers. 
Poor as the 
territory is, with a total population of less 
than 30,000, it supports 80 primary schools, 


besides a norm al school, a female sem­ 
inary, an academy at La Paz, and the Pen­ 
insula College. 
The territory is divided 
into three counties, and besides the one 
little city which is the capital, lias 8 vill­ 
ages, 17 haciendas and 41 farms, the total 
value of taxable ‘property being a trifle 
over $4,000,000. 
THE AREA OF THE TERRITORY 
Is 150,400 square kilometers, and Govern­ 
ment land sells at three cents per acre. 
The administration of the peninsula is un­ 
der the immediate supervision of the Fed­ 
eral Government, the chief executive of 
the territory being—not a Governor, but a 
Jefe Politico, appointed at the City of 
Mexico. 
The Postoffice Department lias 
one distributing office at I.a I'az, with four 
postal routes and eleven agencies. The 
California steamship line has a vessel which 
calls periodically at 1.a Paz, Cabo San Lu­ 
cas and Bahia de la Magdalene; and the 
Gulf of California express line sends steam­ 
ers to La Paz and Mulege. 
We learned in our school geography that 
Lower California wus discovered by" Her­ 
nando de Grijalva, in 1534; but Listory 
tells us that two years before that time 
Cortez—having tired of the ouiet life a s a 
coffee-planter and the Marquis of Uaxaca, 
which for two years he had led in the vale 
of Cuernavaca with his beautiful young 
wife, the Donna Juana de Zuniga (whom 
he decked with jewels, the richest ever 
seen in Spain, those he had stolen from 
murdered Aztec princes), he determined to 
avail himse f of powrs vested in him by 
tbe Spanish King for conquest and discov­ 
ery. Accordingly he fitted out two ships 
to explore the Pacific. The first expedi­ 
tion proving a failure, he equipped two 
more vessels, which accomplished nothing 
more than the discovery of Lower Califor­ 
nia, which for more than a century there­ 
after, from his reports, was believed tobe 
an island. In 1537 he launched three more 
ships at Tehuantepec, and attempted to 
colonize Lower California. But nearly all 
the colonists perished 
in 
the treeless 
deserts, and at last, a disappointed man, he 
gave up his attempts ut fresh discoveries, 
having squandered over 300,000 crowns. 


DISCOVERY AND ADVFJiTCBES. 
It will be remembered that Cabrillo, a 
Portuguese in the service of Spain, discov­ 
ered upper or old California in the year 
1542, and that the English 
buccaneer, 
I irake, had taken possession of it for Queen 
Elizabeth, naming it New Albion. After 
King Philip II., the ferocious tormenter of 
his race and kindred, had done the world 
an unwilling service by dying (in 1505), the 
coast of California first began to attract 
attention as a possible El Dorado. In 1(>02 
the region which in our day, more tiiau 
two centurled later, became a veritable land 
of gold, was tborougly explored iiv Gen­ 
eral Viscaino, by order of Philip III., then 
the new King of Spain and the Indus. Set­ 
ting sail from Acapulco with four vessels, 
he reached the port of Monterey (named 
in honor of the reigning 
Viceroy of 
Mexico), and 
eventually 
coasted 
as 
far as Cape Mendocino. In 1642 the 
Jesuits tir.-t formed establishments 
in 
Lower California, which increased in the 
reign of Philip V., more especially after 
1711. when the Spanish missions became 
numerous and powerful. In a few years 
the Jesuits had built sixteen villages in the 
interior of the peninsula ; but in 1767 they 
were expelled, and the administration of 
California was committed to the monks of 
the Dominican convents of the City of 
.Mexico, who never maintained the same 
cart er of usefulness as their predecessors. 
The monks of San Fernando—those 
"F riars of orders gray,” with their oft- 
repeated A va Maria Purrissime—who dis­ 
persed their missionaries over the most 
miserable parts of tho globe, did most for 
Lower California. 
One of the monks, a 
very learned Jesuit, is said to have been 
the first to discover that Cortez island was 
a peninsula. Through these pious crea­ 
tures -w ho, undeterred by danger, broucht 
light to 
THK MOST BKNIOUTKD SAVAGES— 
It was first made known that the region 
was not tb%rlch El Dorado, teeming with 
diamonds and precious metáis, that had 
been represented, but an arid, stony waste, 
without water where was any soil, und 
w ithout soil where were springs of water. 
The few spots that united these advantages 
the monks took possession of, and there 
founded their missions among savages who 
were about ti e most degraded specimens of 
hum anity on earth—actually lower than 
the beasts of the field, for the creatures in 
hum an form lay ail day upon their faces iu 
tho arid sand, basking in the heat; they 
abhorred all m anner of clothing, and their 
religion was a secret horror which caused 
them to trem b’c at the idea of their mytho­ 
logical divinities, belonging to three differ­ 
ent tribes of the air, and which gods were 
supposed to themselves feci a mortal hatred 
and to wage perpetual war against each 
other. Undeterred by tho miserable con­ 
dition both of human and vegetable na­ 
ture, ¡lie Jesuits cultivated the ground, 
established 
colonies, 
made 
im portant 
astronomical observations, and devoted 
themselves 
to 
science, 
to 
agricult­ 
ure and the amelioration of savage wretch­ 
edness. In New California the missions 
were under the charge of thirty-six Fran­ 
ciscan friars, under whom the iuost extra­ 
ordinary progress in civilization took place, 
since, in litlle more than thirty-six years, 
upwards of 33,000 Indians had been bap­ 
tized and 8,001 marriages had taken place. 
The soil of Upper California being fertile, 
and the climate more benign than in the 
lower peninsula, eighteen missions were 
established 
there, and 
they cultivated 
maize, wheat, etc., and introduced vege­ 
tables and fruit trees from Spain, among 
them 
the 
vine and the olive, from 
which 
excellent wine 
and 
oil 
wcro 
made all through that part of the country. 
Among the monks destined to those dis­ 
tant missions were those of San Fernando. 
These, banished from the Old World, de­ 
prived of ail the advantages of civilization, 
devoted themselves to the task of taming 
the wild Indians, introducing marriage 
among them, and taught them to cultivate 
the ground, together with some of the 
most simple arts, assisted tlieir wants, 
reproved their sins, and transplanted the 
beneficent doctrines of Christianity among 
them, using no arm s but the influence 
which religion and kindness, united with 
extreme patier.CS, 
over their elrhL'orn 
natures, making what Baron H um boldt— ‘ 
speaking of them —calls " a pacific cot;- 
quest of tho country.” Many were the 
hardships these poor men endured, changed 
from place to place.; at one tim e ordered 
to some barren shore, where it was necea- 
sary to recommence their labors; at an­ 
other, recalled to the capital by the order 
of the prelate in conjunction with the 
wishes of their brethren, among whom was a 
species of Congress by them called El 
Capitulo. No increase of rank, no reward 
or praise inspired their labors; their only 
recompense was the inward conviction of 
doing good to their fellow creatures. In 
THE CONVENT ARCTlIVEg 
In the City of Mexico still exist some 
curious records of the trials these monks 
underwent, and descriptions of the physi­ 
cal and moral state of the peninsula—more 
or less well written, according to tho in­ 
struction and talent of the writer. They 
tell us that within a space of 180 leagues 
no less than nineteen different languages 
was spoken, all 
of 
which they were 
obliged to 
learn 
in 
order 
to 
deal 
effectively 
with 
the people. 
It 
fre­ 
quently happened that marketable goods 
and oven provisions had to be sent by sea 
to those missionaries who lived in the 
most savage and uncultivated portions of 
the peninsula, and once it happened that 
some friend sent to the monks, among 
other things, a box of fine Malaga raisins. 
One of the Friars, whose name I forget, 
Bowed a num ber of the dried seeds. In 
course of time they came up, became vines 
and produced fine grapes, from which the 
best wine of California is to-day made. 
When the monks reported that old Califor­ 
nia was not the treasure-house that had 
been believed, 
the 
disappointment in­ 
creased the general hatred with which the 
Jesuits were regarded, 
and 
suspicions 
arose that 
their accounts were falsely 
rendered, and that they were privately be­ 
coming possessed of untold treasures. Ac­ 
cordingly a vitilador (inspector) was dis­ 
patched to examine into the truth of their 
statements, and though he could discover 
no trace of gold and silver, he was aston­ 
ished by the zeal and industry with which 
they bad cultivated the barren and treeless 
wastes. 
One of the greatest acts of in­ 
justice ever committed was their expulsion 
in 1767, and the installation of the rich 
Dominican friars irom the City of Mexico 
in their stead. 
Though perhaps equally 
well meaning men, the country never 
prospered 
much 
under 
their 
sway, 
and 
the 
savages 
gradually 
lapsed 
backed 
almost 
to 
their 
former ab­ 
ject Etate. 
When independence became 


an established fact in Mexico (1821), under 
that revolutionary spirit which makes a 
merit of destroying every establishment, 
good or bad. which was the work of 
the opposite 
party, 
the 
Mexicans, to 
proTC their hatred o f Spain, destroyed 
the 
monastic 
institntions in 
Califor­ 
nia-, thereby committing 
an 
error 
as 
fatal in its results, as when, in 1828, they 
expelled so many rich proprietors, who 
were followed into exile by their num er­ 
ous families. The consequences has been 
that the frontiers, being unprotected by the 
military garrisons or presidios which were 
established there and deserted by the mis 
sionaries—the Indians were no longer kept 
under subjection, either by force of arms 
or the good councils of the [.adres. Conse­ 
quently, for many years constant invasions 
of wurlike tribes massacred the few settlers 
that remained, and the natives settled back' 
into barbarism.

A M an's a n d a D o t ’s S en se o f S m ell. 
A man may walk for miles without once 
being actually conscious that he possesses 
such a sense as smell beyond the general 
sensation of being in a pure and fresh at­ 
mosphere. H alf a dozen times perhaps in 
his walk he wakes up to it. A be&nfield 
in bloom or a bank of violets, or burning 
weeds, or new-mown hay, or some blossom­ 
ing woodbine, or the wáli-flowers, or mig­ 
nonette in a cottage garden, some one or 
other of the.se tnav arrest his attention at 
rare intervals by their fragrance and so 
steal into notice; but the man does not 
look for them, and he is quite content to 
begin and finish bis walk, if it so happen, 
without any of them. 
How different with 
the dog who has set out with him, and has 
been enjoying his waik side by side with 
his master, receiving impressions from the 
same surroundings and under the same 
circumstances I 
W hat a completely differ­ 
ent aspect things have had for him ! 
His 
sense of enjoyment has been— like his mas­ 
ter's—according to his capacity ; but what 
different influences have appealed to h im ! 
If, when they reach home, the dog were 
able to make known his impressions, and 
spread them out side by side with his mas­ 
ter’s. they would probably be as opposite 
as the poles—just as unlike as if they had 
been received, these on this earth, and the 
others among the mountains of the moon. 
Watch the dog for an instant and see what 
his interest is centered in, what sense it is 
tiiat engrosses his attention most. 
He has 
an exceedingly quick eye and car, and it 
would be difficult for even a mouse of light­ 
est foot to emerge from its hole and creep 
round the old stump close by and in again 
without being detected. The faintest rustle 
of a leaf, the-s'.ightest movement, would be 
sufficient to betray its presence. 
Either 
through eye or ear—very likely through 
both at the same instant—the dog will be 
made conscious of the interesting little cir­ 
cumstance. 
But quick as all his senses 
are, it is to that of smell, above all, that the 
dog trusts. This is the final arbiter—the 
test to which all difficult problems are sub­ 
jected, and by which all doubts are solved. 
It is in a world of scents that a dog lives 
and moves and has his being. W hat a cu­ 
rious scent this bramble leaf has 1 and this 
spot in the road! and that last nettle he 
passed—how interesting! How unlike all 
other nettles he ever met with ! 
He must 
return and investigate! And, doing so, he 
becomes, for a few moments, so engrossed 
that even his master’s command can scarce­ 
ly persuade him to leave it. And then, as 
to judging of character, let a reader who 
possesses a dog say whether he knows of 
any test that can be for one moment com­ 
pared with the test supplied by the bundle 
of nerves that spread themselves out at the 
tip of a dog’s nose. If a pun mav be par­ 
doned, I would express m y belief that by 
uo other known means can so correct a 
diagnosis of a m an’s character he obtained. 
At al! events, all will agree that a dog de­ 
pends upon it without any reserve what­ 
ever. and no am ount of flattery will s rve 
to alter the opinion he lias by such means 
arrived at. And who does not remember

and Bacteria.—These results 
emphasize tHe importance of an intelligent 
survey of the condition of the soil in se­ 
lecting a home, and of legislation prohibit­ 
ing the pollution of the soil. 
In many 
towns and cities the privy vaults and leach­ 
ing cesspools of every house drain really 
into the sheet of ground wafer. The soil 
arrests the coarse material, the grease and 
Lie swarming bach-rid diff use 
with ease, as much 33 soluble chlorides and 
nitrates, and follow the flow wholly unob­ 
structed. 
Into this sarna soil are sunk or 
driven the wells; and the water that is 
drawn for nse is polluted in proportion to 
the number und proximity of the vaults 
and cesspools on the one hand and the 
thinness and sluggishness of the water 
sheet on tho o*ber. In the worst wells in 
daily use the water is distinctly colored 
with sewage; hut tho most deadly water 
may carry only the germs of typhoid fever 
or of dysentery, and be otherwise sparkling 
and clear, and so pure as to pass unchal- 
engea through the most searching chern- 
cal analysis.—[Science (sanitary num ber ), 


A U b i v e r sa l L a n g u a g e.— A Congress of 
philologists will soon assemble in Vienna 
to persuade the world to adopt a universal 
language. The scheme is by no means 
novel. In the thirteenth century a Tou- 
lousian monk named Roger worked very 
hard to convince his contemporaries that it 
would be to the advantage of hum anity if a 
tongue of his own invention were generally 
spoken. But his mongrel jargon was more 
wordy than French, anil nearly twice as 
diffnse as Greek, and, although the apostle 
of reform wrote several books in the new 
language, there is no record that any ene 
save himself ever knew exactly what they 
treated of. The Vienna Congress will not 
try to foist Roger's system upon the na­ 
tions, but it is just possible that it will 
recommend for universal adoption an arti­ 
ficial language called “ Volapuk,” which is 
said to have been devised by an enthusi­ 
astic Wurtemberg clergyman.—[Foreign 
Letter.

specially significant figures, peculiar to 
each tribe, analogous to the totems of tho 
North American Indians. 
They consider 
no kind of edible food unclean, but eal 
even monkeys, snakes and scorpions, which 
they kill by means of a blow-pipo, throw­ 
ing a dart poisoned with the juico of the 
ipoh or npahs tree. 
For large game they 
use a kind of cross-bow, consisting of a 
sharpened bamboo spear placed horizon­ 
tally on a grooved log, and a bent sapling 
fastened ten k by a rattan cord. This cord 
is stretched across a path in the jungle, 
and, on being touched, releases the sapling 
with sufficient force to drive it completely 
through a deer's body. The Sakeis live in 
small huts Imilt of bamboo, and thatched 
with leaves of the Bertam palm, raised 
eight feet or more above the ground. They 
are shy and easily frightened, hut are quito 
harmless, and are gradually becoming ac­ 
customed to Europeans, by whom they are 
employed to track game and to cut paths 
through (lie jungle. They are small in 
stature, but are otherwise very sim ilar in 
appearance to the Malays, from whom 
they differ, however, in usually having 
wavy instead of straight-growing hair. A 
few Malays are attached to every Sakei 
community to act us go-betweens in tbe 
sale of their produce, and iheofficials have 
received special 
instructions to protect 
these aboriginal tribes.—[Nature.

T h e G rea t E a ste r n . 
The Great Eastern is again in pressing 
“ difficulties,” and is menaced by an order 
of the Court, Justice Chitty having issued 
a decree that the monster ship shall be 
offered for sate by auction at Lloyd’s next 
month. This is not a happy time for pul­ 
ling big steamships into the market. Mer­ 
cantile traffic, like the goods traffic of the 
railways, is suffering from the general de­ 
pression. W hole fleets of steamships ure 
laid up for w ant of freight and are as idle 
as the Great Eastern. It is one thing to 
order the big ship for sale and another 
tiring to find anybody who will bid for her. 
There is not even the chance of getting her 
hired for the auxiliary' fleet. That arm of 
the service is lapsing into quiescence, and 
the embryo cruisers will soon revert to 
their norm al state as merchant 
ships. 
W ere Russia still in a threatening attitude 
the Great Eastern might, perhaps, answer 
a purpose as a sort of migratory coal sta­ 
tion. keeping up a supply for the coal 
blinkers of the fleet in different parts of the 
world. Something of the sort has already 
been proposed, the idea being that the onoo 
splendid passenger Bhip should be utilized 
as a coal hulk at Gibraltar. This ignoble 
proposition was speedily superseded by 
something of a brighter east in the shape 
of a scheme for adapting the giant hull to 
the purposes of a floating hotel or club­ 
house in connection with the Centennial 
Exhibition ht New Orleans. 
How many 
proposals have been mooted with regard to 
this unlucky ship it is hard to say. The 
m an who couid succeed in m aking a divi­ 
dend out of her would deserve a m onu­ 
m ent.—[Londou Standard.

purchased it, and it was improved and al­ 
tered and refurnished out of recognition 
before it was pronounced fit for use in 
Russia. The English saloons sink into 
utter contempt when compared with it. 
This train, which is always used by the 
Emperor and the 
Empress 
for 
long 
journeys, 
carried 
them 
to 
Kremsier 
and 
back. 
There 
are 
sixteen 
car­ 
riages, - of 
which 
the 
first 
is 
a 
kitchen, and then come one for police 
agents, one for tho m ilitary suite, threo for 
members of the household and two for the 
imperial family, each Grand Duke having 
an entirely separata compartment, which 
can be fitted for either day or night use. 
The carriage of the Empress had a spacious 
sleeping compartment, with a hammock 
bed, furniture of ebony and utensils of 
silver, and an 
immense 
looking glass. 
There is a bath-room completely fitted, 
and a compartment for the lady in waiting. 
The Empress’ 
sitting-room 
contains a 
writing table, a sofa and easy chair. 
The 
Emperor's sleeping carriage is fitted with 
olive-green leather, and only contains a 
bed and dressing table and bath. Then 
comes a sitting room, fitted very simply, 
and lastly the dining-room, which is fur­ 
nished with carved oak, and merely con­ 
tains tables, chairs and a sideboard.

A C a r to n s T r ib e . 
The report of the resident in the State o 
Selangore, in the Malay peninsula, for the 
past year contains some curious information 
with regard to "aboriginal tribes” called 
the Bakeis, who number between 700 and 
800. They are in nine divisions, under 
headmen called Batins, nnd they live m ain­ 
ly by collecting gutta. rattans and other 
jungle products. As far as is known they 
nave no form of religious worship, but 
they are very superstitious, believing in 
good and bad omens, tbe sacred character 
of certain birds, and they always desert a 
village as unlucky on the death of any 
member of the tribe. They tattoo figures

’S BRIDE, 


On th e 22d of Ju ly , 1SG1, the arm ies o f 
G enerals 'Sherm an and Johns ton were con­ 
fronting each other ¡it A tlanta. 
T he su n 's intense heat was intensified by 
the su lp h u ro u s breath of m usketry and 
cannon. 
A t 10 o 'clock G eneral H ardee, a Confed­ 
erate corps com m ander w ith a m ounted 
escort, was .11 an elevation observing the 
position of the enem y. 
Onp of th e escort 
was a youth of 16, a courier. 
W hile th e G eneral was noting the reports 
o f a civil engineer, a squad of Union pris­ 
oners were m arched u p and halted. 
One 
o f the num ber, a C aptain, sank upon the 
ground exhausted from loss o f blood, a ball 
having entered bis left face an.', ranging 
upw ard passed out through the right, sh at­ 
tering the cheek bone. 
T he young courier, 
observing the w ounded m an, asked th at a 
surgeon be directed to attend iiim . 
An a n ­ 
odyne was adm inistered and the w onnd 
dressed, w hen th e prisoners were ordered 
to resum e their inarch. T he U nion Captain 
endeavored to obey, but staggered in th e 
effort. A t th e m om ent an am bulance con­ 
taining w ounded Confederate officers drew 
up. 
T he young courier, observing th at 
there was room for another, asked th at the 
w ounded Captain be placed therein, offer­ 
ing to see him delivered to the train-guard 
in th e city, w hither he had ju st been o r­ 
dered. 
Follow ing th e am bulance on his 
horse, h e paused at General Johnston's 
headquarters to deliver a dispatch, and 
then, w hen the Confederate wounded had 
been rem oved from the wagon, accom ­ 
panied it t 1 the train w hich was about 
starting for A ndersonvjlle. 
A fter giving 
th e prisoner his own canteen freshly tilled 
w ith water, he purchased from a store near 
bv a narrow straw m attress, and obtained 
perm ission from the train-guard for the 
w ounded Captain to lie upon it. 
T he bat­ 
ter's face being so sw ollen that ho could 
not sp -ak, he m otioned with his hand for 
a pencil, perhaps for w riting thanks to his 
benefactor, 
before the pencil was pro­ 
duced the train moved, and theyoung Con­ 
federate sprang from the ear. 
The prison- 
oners proceeded 
tow ards A ndersonville, 
w hile the courier returned to his com m and. 
T tiat afternoon the Confederates m ade a 
charge in w hich the courier was painfully 
wounded, and th at night, while the U nion 
Captain was placed w ithin th e prison stock­ 
ade, the young Confederate was lying in a 
hospital. Possibly each gave som e th o u g h t 
to th e other, but it is not likely either a n ­ 
ticipated ever m eeting the other again.

T here had been an hour of m usic and 
dancing, w hen som e one casually rem ark­ 
ing upon the pleasantness o f the occasion, 
Miss Claneey responded: “ Y es; this is 
alw ays an anniversary occasion, the 22d of 
Ju ly , in onr hom e. 
It celebrates the scar 
ju jt above the board on father's face, and it 
rem inds me o f one with w hom I am iu 
love and who is to be m y husband.' 
She had spoken with an air of ■-uch pleas­ 
antry as to call for cheery exclam ations, 
especially from the young gentlem en su r­ 
rounding her a t the piano. 
“ I cannot give the nam e of m y beau 
ideal," she said, answ ering an inquiry of 
Mr. Ross, “ for I do not know it, and I 
have nevi r seen him . 
Yet I love him , and 
w hat w ould 1 not give to m eet him 1 
f re­ 
m em ber. though I was but three years old, 
m v father’s return hom e from the arm y, 
and of liis telling how, on a 22d of July, lie 
had been wounded, and how a young Con­ 
federate soblier. a m ere boy, he said, had 
procured for him surgical treatm ent, and 
extended him kindness w hich probably 
saved bis life. 
W hen he had so spoken I 
believe I provoked laughter by throw ing 
m y arm s ariotit liis neck, and telling him 1 
loved th at young Confederate, and th a t 
when grown to be a wom an I intended be­ 
ing his wife." 
Som e one rem arked this a rom antic 
story, and asked that sho tell m ore of it. 
" No,” said she, " but lather shall, for it is 
bis pet them e each 22d of Ju ly ." 
O thers supplem ented the daughter's re­ 
quest, and responding to it, Captain Clan • 
cey, in a narrative way, grown easy from 
frequent recitals, recounted the events al­ 
ready noted in the first chapter. 
H e had 
told of his w ounds being dressed w here the 
prisoners were halted, of the courier h av ­ 
ing had him placed in the um bulance, and 
of his reaching the A ndersonville train, 
w hen Miss Claneey. who chanced to glance 
at H arry Ross, observed an agitation of 
m anner quite foreign to his native com ­ 
posure. 
" W hen he had assisted m e into the car," 
Captain Claneey was 
continuing, w hen 
H arry Ross interrupted : 
“ Hold a moment, please,” he said, "and 
p erm it a question or tw o from m e.

MECHANICS* CHIPS. 


T o rem ove rust from iron or steel, first 
scour w ith em ery m oistened w ith sulphuric 
acid diluted with ;ix volum es of w ater; 
rinse, dry and finish w ith oil and em ery 
flour. 
. 
F or producing a red stain on wood the 
wood is plunged first in a a hition o f one 
ounce of curd soap in .'55 fluid ounces of 
w ater or else is rubbed w ith the solution, 
and then m agenta, in a state o f sufficient 
dilution to bring out the tone required, is 
appiicd. All the aniline colors behave very 
weil on wood. 
T he follow in': is a recipe for coloring 
brass steel gray or black; 
A dd one part of 
hyposulphate of soda and two parts of sul 
piiaic of copper to ÍOO paats of water. 
Cleanse thoroughly the object to be colored, 
place it in the m ixture, and heat th e w hole. 
A d arker tint is produced by adding m ore 
hyp; sulphate 
of soda, w hile a larger 
quantity of sulphate o f copper will induce 
a bluish or steel gray color. 
B irch's device for utilizing compressed 
air lor the purposes of the artist and the 
draughtsm an is very ingenious. 
A supply 
of compressed air is provided by a foot 
pum p, and this air is led by a sm all pipe 
to an instrum ent held in the hand and 
containing a jet nozzle near th e end of a 
sm all trough holding ink or color. 
In the 
trough a needle reciprocates, its point pro­ 
jecting m ore or less at every reciprocation. 
The point thus carries a sm all quantity 
of in k or color w hich is blow n off by the 
air jet. 
Very striking and delicately shad­ 
ed draw ings are produced by the aid of 
tin's instrum ent in a surprisingly short 
tim e. 
T he goldsm ith, after having sm elted his 
bench scrapings, sweepings, etc.. and formed 
a “ b u tto n ” of them , m ay roughly esti­ 
m ate the i>ercentage of th e precious m etals 
he bus collected iu this way : A certain 
quantity o f the button is taken and draw n 
out into a wire, w hich m u st be of exactly 
the sam e length as a w ire o f fine silver 
draw n through the sanie hole. 
Silver be­ 
ing nearly one-third lighter than gold, it 
follows that the wire of fine silver m ust be 
lighter than the one which was m ade from 
the button specim en, and the increase of 
weight of the wire under test corresponds 
to tbeg o ld contained in it. 
A “ one-third silv er” alloy is m uch em ­ 
ployed in the factories of Paris for the 
m anufacture of silverw are. 
It consists of 
one-th ird o f silver 
and 
tw o-thirds of 
alum inum , and is w orked to great advan­ 
tage by reason of its low price and its 
great hardness. 
It is m ore easily pressed 
and engraved than silver-copper alloys. 
An alloy of 100 parts o f alum inum and 
live parts o f silver differs but little from 
pure alum inum , yet it is far harder and is 
capable of assum ing a higher polish. 
An 
alloy consisting of 109 parts fof alum inum 
and five parts o f silver possesses a very re­ 
m arkable degree of elasticity, and has 
therefore been recom m ended for the m anu­ 
facture of balance springs for watches. An 
alloy of equal parts of alum inum and sil­ 
ver rivals bronze in hardness. 


H ow to Q u ell M obs. 
1 'itzJo h n Porter, in the October num ber 
o f the North American Review, in view of 
recent strikes or riots, discusses the ques­ 
tion how m obs should be suppressed. 
H e 
says ; 
“ Mobs are 
cowards at first. 
Crime 
alw ays 
enervates. 
They 
only 
gain 
courage as th ey find th at those whose 
duty it is to suppress them are them ­ 
selves cowards. 
A 
mob is not to be 
feared when it is first aroused. 
It is only 
us its passion for carnage is w hetted by the 
taste for blood, or its greed for pillage is 
^ratified th at it becomes dangerous. 
“ U pon whom soever devolves the duty of 
suppression, let this be his first effort: 
Check at the very beginning; allow 110 
tum ultuous gatherings ; perm it no delay; 
a few stem , resolute w ords; if these be not 
beetled, then strike resolutely, b o ld ly : let 
there be no hesitation ; if necessary* take 
life a t the outset. 
It w ill be m ore m erciful 
to take one life than to suffer the m ob to 
take th e lives of m any. 
. 
“ Before the tim e shall come w hen it will 
be necessary to use m usket ball or bayonet, 
the opportunity will be afforded to suppress 
the riot; perhjips at the sacrifice ol a few 
broken heads, or by the im prisonm ent of 
som e of its leaders. 
“ In every large city, in fact every city 
where a police force is em ployed, a per­ 
fect drill should prepare policem en to meet 
the exigencies arising from any tum ultuous 
assem blage of the people, so that, at a m o­ 
m ent’s w arning, these conservators of the 
peace w ill be ready 10 act, and to act u n ­ 
derstandingly and prom ptly. 
It will be 
found th at a few determ ined policemen 
placed in the field at a m om ent’s notice, 
will provo one of the best and m ost direct 
m ethods of quelling a mob. 
“ In the draft riot of 1863, after the mob 
had full possession of the cityot New York 
for several days and the United States 
troops liad been called in w ith little or no 
effect, and the State m ilitia had failed, the 
jiolice ol the city, by their bold, brave and 
indefatigable action, quelled the riot and 
prevented any further disorder. 
It was a 
rem arkable instance of w hat can be done 
by a drilled organization.”

enterprise. 
Nevertheless, the heavy part of the work 
was done by him and now an A m erican 
syndicate. o ( w hich M ayor Grace, of New 
Y ork, is at th e head, has been form ed to 
finish the railroad and to work th e m ines. 
M ichael Grace, who recently w ent to Lima, 
has obtained the necessary concession from 
th e P eruvian G overnm ent. 
T hough the 
m ines have been worked since the days of 
th e shepherd, it is thought th a t the veins 
of silver have barely been scratched, and 
th at scientific m ining w ith modern m a­ 
chinery will brine forth great quantities of 
the precious m etal. 


T obacco and t h e P u lse.—Dr. Tro ft ski 
publishes the result of a number of observ­ 
ations made by him to ascertain the effects 
produced on the temperature and pulse by 
smoking. 
H e has found that in every case, 
varying according to the condition of the 
individual, there is on exhilaration of the 
pulse-rate and a slight elevating of temper­ 
ature. 
It appears, in fact, that if the aver­ 
age temperature of the non-smokers were 
represented by 1,000, that of moderate 
smokers would be 1,008; and w hile the 
heart in the former case was making 1,000 
pulsations, in the latter it would beat 1,180 
times.

R ecord-U n io x : -My experience as 
Com m issioner of Im m igratlvn for Califor­ 
nia at the East, and m y observations in 
this .State daring my annual visits here and 
since m y final return to the State, have en­ 
abled m e to see m ore clearly th an ever be­ 
fore th e disadvantages under w hich Cali­ 
fornia has labored and still labors in an 
effort to increase her population by inviting 
im m igration. 
These disadvantages arise 
principally from two causes. 
First, be­ 
cause so m uch of the ¡and of the State is 
held in large bodies, a n d n o t for sale except 
in largo am ounts, or at wholesale. E astern 
people who come to this State to buy lands, 
have been told, and truthfully too, tiiat 
there are m illions of acres o f land for sale 
here a t m oderate prices. 
T hat forty, and 
even tw enty, acres of land in California is 
enough for the support of a fam ily in com ­ 
fortable circum stances, and enable the head 
of the fam ily to accum ulate a com petency 
for the future. 
B ut w hen the E astern m an 
appears on the ground to find his tw enty 
acres, or forty acres, in condition to culti­ 
vate and produce w ith such great ab u n ­ 
dance, w hat docs he m eet? 
H e finds that except on the m oist river 
bottom s, irrigation is, as a rule, an absolute 
necessity !•> render tire lands thus pro­ 
ductive. 
T hat th e ordinary lands of the 
plains, except w hen irrigated, are alm ost 
exclusively devoted to the product U n of 
the cereals, and that very few farm ers 
would dare to undertake to m ake a living, 
and as a m atter of fact very few farm ers do 
m ake a living in raising the cerculs, except 
they cultivate tuore than 160 acres of land, 
lit- finds also that, except in those portions 
of the .State where irrigation has been re­ 
cognized as a necessity, and w here it has 
been actually introduced, there are alm ost 
none of those tw enty and forty-acre hold­ 
ings of which be has been told, and upon 
w hich his m ind is fixed as an ideal Califor­ 
nia farm ; but that, 011 the contrary, the 
lands for sale at m oderate rates are held in 
tracts of ten, tw enty and forty thousand 
acres, nr.d tiiat no provision 1ms been m ade 
to p u t them on the m arket in sm aller q uan­ 
tities or to irrigate them , so th at if sold in 
sm all quantities or farm s, the purchasers 
of these sm all tracts can devote them to 
such products as will insure a living for 
them selves and families. 
Now these are plain facts, and it is be­ 
cause of these facts th at so m any hom e- 
seckers.w ith m oney in their pockets, return 
to the E ast disappointed and disgusted. 
They fall in love w ith our clim ate, they 
w onder at the richness of our soil, but they 
can find none of those sm all farms, with 
w ater to render them so w onderfully pro­ 
ductive. for sale at m oderate rates, and they 
go hom e to tell their neighbors of their dis­ 
appointm ent. 
So fax 1 have m ade no distinction as to 
the situation in the different sections of the 
State as regards the subject under consider­ 
ation. 
B ut there is a great distinction or 
contrast in this respect betw een southern 
and not th em California. In th e southern 
counties the people years ago grasped the 
situation, and w ent intelligently to work to 
break up their large land holdings and irri­ 
gate the sm all tracts. 
T he result is th at in 
a natural desert prusjierons com m unities 
and busy towns and cities have been p lant­ 
ed, and that end of the State has been ami 
sjjll is attracting and retaining m uch the 
largest share of both European and Eastern 
im m igration. These southern counties are 
becom ing pretty well settled up. and the 
lends iti consequence are held very high— 
probably too high for profitable investm ent 
or rem unerative cultivation. 
The next section north of Los Angeles— 
the southern Han Joaquin valley—com ­ 
posed of the counties of K ern, T ulare and 
Fresno, have been for a .few years past 
catching th e fever and spirit of im prove­ 
m ent from their southern neighbors. N atu­ 
rally these counties have m any advantages 
over the country south o f the Tehachepi 
pass. 
T heir soil* is better, an 
lies in great­ 
er bodies, m aking it possible for a greater 
aggregation of 
production and wealth. 
W ater here is m ore abu n d an t—sufficient, 
indeed, to rover and render productive 
every acre of land in the country. 
Being 
nearer th e soil to be irrigated, it is com par­ 
atively inexpensive to put it on the land. 
Tim ber is abundant for dom estic and build­ 
ing purposes. 
The giant forest, composed 
of redwood and yellow pine of th e best 
quality, lies just back in the Sierra Nevadas, 
and is com paratively of easy access. W ater 
is being brought cu t of th e num erous riv­ 
ers and spread over the lands, and the lands 
are being divided up into sm all lots, and 
colonies located. 
P rin ters’ ink is being 
used freely, and the country is being w rit­ 
ten and talked up both in this State and at 
the E ast and in Europe, and people are 
flocking in here in search o f good and cheap 
lands, and they are finding them . 
Excursions to this section from various 
parts of the State are the order of th e day. 
An excursion of the farm ers of Merced to 
Tulare and Fresno took place 011 the 1st 
and 2d of this m onth, to exam ine the irri­ 
gation system s and the results of irrigation 
on the soil and crops. A nother frota San 
Francisco and other points to a land sule 
in Fresno cam e off on the ,3d, and one from 
I.os Angeles, Colton and San Bernardino, 
and all southern California, takes place to 
this county on the 15th, lGth and 17th— 
three days. 
Tickets good for retu rn up to 
the 24th, on any train, at $9 a round trip. 
T hus it would seem that the preparation 
for im m igration com m encing in the south­ 
ern end o f the State has started north. 
W ill the people of the north wait till it 
reaches them by the slow process of filling 
up the country as it goes, or will they begin 
a sim ilar system up there, and m eet this 
southern m ovem ent h a lf w ay? 
In m y n ext I w ill tell you som ething 
about the colonies of T ulare county, and, 
perhaps, of the lessons of irrigation. Yours,

T he tables prepared for the last U nited 
States census respecting printing, although 
bc.tli curious and valuable, have received 
only little attention from the new spapers of 
the day 
P art of this, no doubt, arose from 
die fact th at the volum e was published 
during the h it of the last political cam ­ 
paign, w hen 
all 
other 
subjects 
were 
dwarfed, but a part comes from th e fact 
that the results wore not clear to m anv 
writers, who bad not been bred to the art 
and were not in the h ab it o f analyzing 
statistics. 
One of the tables which have 
been least noticed is th at show ing the n u m ­ 
ber o f pounds of type used upon the new s­ 
papers of the U nited States, and th e quan­ 
tity o f type regularly set. 
New Y ork has 
1.242.749 pounds o f type, or enough to fill 
cases 
tor 62,000 compositors, her 
pro­ 
portion 
being one-fifth 
of the Union, 
which 
has 
6,689.878 
pounds. 
Five 
States, New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
< ihio and Iowa, have nearly one-half o f all 
the type, and set one h a lf of the num ber of 
eras. 
A pound of type sets 83 crns ; and 
assum ing that the average size is brevier, 
there are for each thousand set about 1,200 
ems lett in the cases. 
T he largest average 
set on dailies was in Louisiana. 140,690 ems, 
and the sm allest in New Mexico. 20,000 
ems, the average being 74,157. 
T he aver­ 
age 011 w eeklies was 57,197, the largest being 
in the D istrict of Columbia, 95,009, w hile 
in W yom ing it was the sm allest, 32,000. 
O f t tie long-settled States, A labam a had tlio 
sm allest, 35,000. T he total am ount of type 
set for one i.-sue w ould m ake 2.785 duode­ 
cim o volumes, and that done on the dailies 
in a year would fill 10,000 volum es to m atch 
A ppleton’s Oycloptedia. 
M easured tip as 
proofs are m easured, the slip containing 
the year's work would exteud from the 
A tlantic to tfie Pacific. 
E ight thousand 
presses did the press w ork.—[A m erican 
B ookbinder. 


T n s T a ile d M an o r P a ra g u ay .—If the 
Ensayo Medico, of Caracas, a journal u n ­ 
earthed by the Lancet, m ay be believed, the 
seem ing im possibility of a tailed m an need 
no longer prove a stum bling block to the 
faith o f w ould-be evolutionists. 
In tiie 
lout issue to band of this p rin t the follow­ 
ing paragraph occurs : “ T here has just been 
an interesting discovery in Paraguay of a 
tribe of Indians furnished w ith tails.

Oub Pitchbr P la n ts.—The North Amer­ 
ican pitcher plants, states W . Watson, of 
Kew, number only seven species. There 
are six species of Sarracenia, all character­ 
ized by the same trumpet-shaped leaves, 
growing in tufts, and in several species 
attaining a length of a yard; and the 
seventh kind of pitcher plant is the Dar- 
lingtonia Californio», the top of which is 
curved over, forming a sort of hood, and 
having a rather 9mall aperature at each 
side. 
W hile the Sarracenias allure and 
finally destroy insects in their pitchers, 
botanists do not yet know whether the en­ 
trapped insects fam ish nourishment to the 
plants, although it has been proven that 
animal food is not essential to the plant's 
existence. 


R a ilr o a d B a l l a s t or S a l t .—There is 
a vast ballast of rocx salt in the Colorado 
desert, near Idaho, and the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad in laying the track to the 
salt mine, have been obliged to grade the 
road for 1,200 feet with blocks of beautiful 
lumps o f salt crystals. 
T his is the first 
instance of a railroad roadbed being laid 
and ballasted with salt, of which wo have 
any knowledge. The sea that once rolled 
over this place dried up ar.d left a vast bed 
of salt about fifty miles in length. The 
quality is superb and supply inexhaustible. 
Grasshoppers of enormous sice and giant 
centipedes have been pickled, and are to­ 
day, after the lapse of centuries, in full síes 
and perfection o f shape.—[M ining Press.

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T ntt Y ield op Corn.—Com Í3 King, u n ­ 
doubtedly, if the value of the entire crop 
produced of cotton, w heat and com be 
reckoned. 
Several lim es th e yield has ex ­ 
ceeded 1,500,000,000, and now it is ex­ 
pected to reach 2,000,000,000 bushels, and 
even if only 20 cents per bushel should be 
realized by the producer, less than corn is 
supposed to be ordinarily w orth for feed­ 
ing to cattle and bogs, such a crop would 
be w orth $190,000.000. 
W hen the country 
lias produced over 6,000,090 bales of cotton 
thus far, it has not been w orth to the pro­ 
ducer $50 per bale ; and when it has pro­ 
duced over 400,000,000 bushels of w heat, as 
th e W estern farm ers weli know , the aver­ 
age price to the producer has n o t exceeded 
75 cents per bushel. 
Last year, w ith u n ­ 
usually large crops, the B ureau estim ate of 
th e value to producers was about $255,000,­ 
000 for cotton, $330,000,000 for w heat and 
$040,000,000 for corn. 
T he estim ates of the 
B ureau m ay perhaps be rath er higher than 
th e actual return to th e producers, bu t 
they, nevertheless, illustrate w ith sufficient 
accuracy the relative im portance of these 
great crops. 
H ence thejreports o f inquiry 
to this m ost im portant crop have been 
w atched w ith unusual interest. 


Gigantic F lower.—“ W h at w ould yon 
th in k ," said the botaaist, " of riding along 
through the wood and com ing upon a 
flower that offered a fair ju m p for your 
horse—in other words, was three or four 
feet across and ten or twelve feet in circum ­ 
ference?

The Serv ians, under command of King Milan, 
have crossed the Bulgarian frontier, and are 
advancing upon Sofía. 
During the past seven days there were but 160 
business failures in the United States, against 
297 last week. 
All theEoum elian reserves have been called 
-out for active service. 
Thapsin won the trotting race at the Hay Dis­ 
trict track yesterday, taking the fourth, flfth 
and sixlh heats. 
John aud William Kester, brothers, were 
found m urdered in their house, near Seybert- 
ville. I’»., Thursday eveuiDg. 
Judge Foraker will stump the State of New 
York for the Republican candidates. 
The result of the elcetion in Ohio is still in 
doubt, so far as the Legislature is concerned, 
and will only be determ ined by the official 
count. 


THE SITUATION IN CINCINNATI. 
< iiiciimati has gained the unenviable 
reputation of being unable to hold an elec­ 
tion without fraud and rascality becoming 
factors in it. The earlier dispatches al­ 
leged that the frauds in the balloting were 
chargeable to men of both parties. This 
seemed reasonable enough, for while tbe 
Republican party is that of the broader 
intelligence, and representative of the 
order and law-abiding element of the com­ 
munity, it lias been unable to keep under 
control all tlie conscionless men who come 
into the organization, and the bosses, ring- 
«trikcrs and swindlers in politics have 
availed of it for their nefarious purjtoses, 
whenever they could. To these classes 
the ends uniformly appear as justification 
for any means they may see tit to adopt. 
The latest advices, however, show that in 
Cincinnati tbe Democracy has been true 
to its traditions and is the guilty party. 
Monstrous frauds have been perpetrated 
and their disclosure has resulted in a state 
of excitement that may culminate in 
bloody breaches of the jieace. There are 
always men enough in a great city who 
gain by a mob condition, and enough of 
the class to foster disorder for the mere 
sake of the excitement incident thereto, to 
actively engage in disorder and to tiring 
alione a state of revolt against the law. 
The charge now is that McLean, of the 
Enquirer, is at the bottom of the outrage 
ous frauds of Tuesday. 
Lie is the pro 
jirietor of the leading Democratic organ, 
and has long been recognized as a dictator 
in the party. He has taken fright and is 
fortifying his office against possible assault. 
The immediate outrage that has turned 
the tide of indignation against this political 
boss was the casting in one precinct of the 
city of 221 more, votes than there are 
registered voters within the bounds of the 
precinct. The returns show that tlie votes 
cast were by a large majority Democratic, 
and there is therefore no escape from the 
verdict that the violation of the ballot-box 
and the register list is due to the manipu­ 
lations of Democrats. In another precinct 
76 men assert that they cast ballots for Re­ 
publican candidates, while the returns show 
that but 41 Republican votes were de­ 
posited. Of course, this testimony cannot 
prevail against the proof of the apparent 
true ballots actually in the box, in a Court 
of law, so as to fix guilt; but it is sufficient 
with the mass of the people, especially if 
it shall appear that these 76 voters are 
reputable citizens. In another ward the 
Judges and Clerks of the poll were driven 
out of the voting-room by the police— 
which is the product of Democratic patron­ 
age—while the count was progressing, and 
during their absence the key of the ballot- 
box was stolen, 32 votes were abstracted 
from the mass of the ballots, and fraudulent 
ballots put into the box. These, with other 
similar charges, are quite sufficient to in­ 
flame a people that has already shown the 
capacity to defy the law and turn loose the 
spirit of mob violence in its worst form 
Beyond denouncing such outrages, there Ls 
very little now to be said. Mob law is at 


no time to be justified. If it becomes 
dominant in Cincinnati, we can only hope 
that its direction may be against the 
guilty, and that the innocent may not suf­ 
fer. But this is almost too much to expect, 
for it nearly always results that the mob Ls 
undiscrirainating in wreaking its ven­ 
geance, and that those least concerned suf­ 
fer as much, or more, than the guilty. 
There is a broad field for speculation as to 
the causes for and the iulft.ence of such con­ 
ditions upon the system of self-government. 
We have such faith in the attachment of 
the American people to the forms of gov­ 
ernment obtaining ia this Republic, that 
wc cannot believe such outrages as those 
charged in Cincinnati will result in per­ 
manent injur)’ to republican institutions. 
That by reason of these ills there 
may be modifications worked in our voting 
system tending to give greater sanctity 
and security to the electors ballot, is not 
unreasonable to expect, nor will the sin­ 
cere lover of his country wish that such 
reforms shall be delayed. There lies at 
tbe bottom of all this infamy, concerning 
which the country is now so agitated, the 
rule of the baser elements within party 
lines. We may expect such recurrence of 
wrong-doing in elections as that cited, so 
long as tbe men who desire an honest 
ballot and a free, full and unimpeded vote 
at all elections, are quiescent within their 
respective party organizations regarding 
the methods the party liosses employ to 
attain personal triumphs in the name of 
the party. 
W ithin party may be 
found the root and core of the whole evili 
and within party organization must begin 
the work of reformation. There Is scarce­ 
ly a voting precinct in the area of the 
Union where cause docs not exist for 
reform. We have had examples in plenty 
in California of the need of it, and the 
day must come when it will be radically 
applied. 
THE QUESTISN AT THE EAST. 
The Chicago Current says: “ We assure 
the Sacrajnento Record-Union that the 
Current favors the improvement of the 
rivers of California just as heartily as it 
favors the improvement of the rivers of 
the Mississippi valley or the making of 
the Hennepin Canal. It Is an article of 
this journal’s faith that the nation is large 
cftough for all its citizens. Nobody need 
stand back to give New York and Penn­ 
sylvania the first chance.’’ Very well. 
Now what we want is more journals of like 
high character with the Current, that will 
insist upon the nation acting in the matter 
of preserving that heritage of all the peo­ 
ple of the nation—the mvigability of the 
chief stream of the chief State of the Pa­ 
cific coast. The nation has expended ten 
millions of dollars in constructing works 
in the Ohio river to create deep water 
above a Chauvine dam, iu seasons of water 
scarcity in the Monongahela and Al­ 
legheny, into which boats may be admitted 
from the Ohio through a lock. Thus the 
Government expends §10,000,000 to main­ 
tain navigation between Pittsburg and 
Cincinnati, and to prevent speculators in 
coal from “ cinching” the people of Cin­ 
cinnati when low water prevails in the two 
chief tributaries of the Ohio. This ex­ 
penditure the people of the East applaud, 
and on the 7th inst. its consummation was 
duly celebrated. Here, howeTer, when it 
is suggested that it may cost the Govern­ 
ment four or five millions of dollars to re­ 
claim the Sacramento from ruin, and save 
it to the commerce of an agricultural 
valley into which the whole of the 
New England States could be cast, aud 
then with difficulty be found in the mag­ 
nificent expanse of area, hands are held up 
in holy horror, and we are told “ Congress 
will never do it.” Such was the exclama­ 
tion of one of our Congressmen : such is 
the iteration of many of our own people. 
We are told by Mr. Knox and the Colusa 
Sun, and by the hydraulic mining capi­ 
talists, that the river is already beyond re­ 
demption, and that it will be the hight of 
folly to expect the Government to expend 
millions upon it. Yet ten millions have 
been invested in a single “ moveable” dam 
upon tbe Ohio river by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. All the fears entertained are 
groundless. The Sacramento is not injured 
beyond hope of redemption. It is worth 
saving if it costs fifty millions. It would 
be wise financial j>olicy if it cost the Gov­ 
ernment §100,000,000 to reclaim it. But 
no such sums are needed. Probably six 
millions expended in a term of years 
would restore the stream to very nearly its 
original capacity. Congress will grant the 
aid ; it is not unreasonable to ask it. 


A NOTABLE FAIB. 
In the last week of this month there is 
to be held at Jackson, Miss., a remarkable 
exposition. It is to be a fair by colored 
people, expository of the industries pur- 
sacd by that people in the South, and the 
progress 1 he race has made since the red- 
letter day when Abraham Lincoln set his 
hand to the emancipation proclamation. 
If, twenty-five years ago, anyone had dared 
to prophesy the possibility of such a fair 
being held in the South country, he would 
have lieen hooted at as a dreamer, and 
spit upon as an abolitionist. But now the 
fact stares us in the face that the children 
of the people who once deemed a “nigger” 
fit only for burdens and menial services, 
and whom it was a crime to educate, are 
doing their utmost to aid this same “nig­ 
ger” in the conduct of an exposition that is 
intended to illustrate his genius, his in­ 
ventive faculty, his capacity for self-sup­ 
port, and his ability to take a place among 
progressive human agencies. It seems a 
dream that less than two hundred and 
sixty years ago this negro was stolen from 
the sands of Africa, caged in the holds of 
ships, and transported to our shores, to be 
sold like merchandise iu the market to 
masters who possessed over the creature 
almost all supreme jiower, even of life and 
death. Two and a half centuries have 
worked for the negro changes of greater 
magnitude than haTe been written of 
any other 
people. 
From 
abject 
slavery and the total darkness of 
ignorance, the black man has been elevated 
to the dignity of citizenship in the freest 
and most progressive nation on earth. We 
shall watch for the reports of the coming 
fair with a great deal of interest, and note 
how its opening is received by the fogies 
who are so silly as to still hold to the ex­ 
ploded doctrine that the war of the re­ 
bellion was waged on the Southern side 
for the establishment of the principles of 
secession, and not for the perpetuation of 
human slavery solely and alone—as it was. 


But the practical results of the fair will be 
of greater interest, since they will give us 
in a short range of vision a clear view of 
the capacity of the negroes of the South 
as inventors, manufacturers, agriculturists 
and independent toilers aud wage winners. 
It is to inform us to some extent whether 
the negro is forever to be tbe servitor of 
his white neighbor, a waiter at his table, 
his scullion and bootblack, his menial 
and his drudge. Judging from the pre­ 
mium list, it will develop that he has 
capacity as an inventor, designer, en­ 
graver, cotton-grower, machinist, binder, 
orchardist, stock-raLser, tobacconist, etc., 
instead of being confined to tbe roles of 
waiter, nurse, scavenger, and a servitor on 
low levels. 
One of the most pleasant things in con­ 
nection with the proposed fair íb the ready 
helping hand the men t.f the “ new South" 
arc giving to the colored man. They are 
furnishing tlie money for the premium 
lists, adding special [ nrses for special ex­ 
hibits, advertising “ the show,” urging the 
people to visit it, and generally doing their 
utmost to make it not only a financial suc­ 
cess, but a means for educating the public 
mind regarding the capabilities of the 
frcedmen in a state of independency. Ail 
honor to the men of the “ new >South.” 


NOT A CASE OF DESEETI0N. 
The story comes by telegraph that the 
President is greatly chagrined because the 
Mugwumps who aided in his election arc 
returning to the Republican party. We 
do not believe he has felt or manifested 
any such spirit. The Independent Re­ 
publicana did not become Democrats be­ 
cause they supported a principle to which 
President Cleveland confessed allegiance. 
\\ hile they were mistaken, and previously 
so, in assuming that Mr. Illaine wxs less 
sincere than Mr. Cleveland in attachment 
to the principles of civil service reform, 
there is no reason whatever upon which to 
hinge a claim on the part of the President 
that these men shall become his partisans. 
They went out to a principle—mistakenly, 
so we believe—not to Cleveland or the 
Democratic party. They know now, how­ 
ever mistaken before, that that party 
has no love for them beyond the voting 
power they exercised. To the principles 
for which they were radical it has no at­ 
tachment. On the contrary, it is to-day 
an open and avowed opponent of the doc­ 
trines for which they contended. If there 
Ls to be any going out and coming in at 
all, it is for President Cleveland, by adher­ 
ence to the measures to which he is 
pledged, to come in out of the Democratic 
rain and follow the Mugwumps into the 
camp of the true friends of civil service 
reform. 


T h e San Francisco Examiner lias been 
imposed upon, and is the victim of a ras­ 
cal and a wretch. An infamous piece 
of poetry recently found its way into 
its columns which was filthily in­ 
decent only in its rendering as an 
acrostic. The article in question came to 
the paper over the purported signature of 
a secretaiy to a high Catholic Church offi­ 
cial, tlie writer stating that it was the 
authorship of a Prince of the Church who 
is now visiting upon this coast, having 
been written by him some years ago. But 
this letter turns out to be a forgery. The 
Examiner has made reference to it at all 
pardonable, by a column and a half of ex­ 
planation, in response to an assault made 
by the Monitor upon it, impugning the mo­ 
tives and questioning the honesty of the 
editors of the Examiner. Up to that time 
no jouilial in the State had referred to the 
matter. But since it has 1 >een dragged to 
tlie forefront by the meanness of the Mon­ 
itor and the reply of the Examiner, it is 
proper to say that no man of any sense 
whatever for a moment believes, or for an 
instant ever entertained the suspicion, 
that an editor of the Examiner purposelv 
published the filthy poem, with a knowl­ 
edge of its true character. Any such an 
assumption would be too monstrous to be 
conceived by a reasoning being. But this 
is to be said, the thorough literary editor 
should not passt manuscript capable of 
aerostical infamy without scanning the 
initial letters, the first words and tbe finals. 
With long-experienced editors this is as 
much a habit as it is to examine a poem 
for evidences of its merit. Still, under the 
pressure of daily duty on a newspaper, 
the most cautious may at times be 
taken unawares. 
The Examiner had 
far better have remained silent in this 
case. The assault of the Monitor could not 
injure it in the esteem of any people 
whose regard is worth having, because it 
Ls preposterous to think that any editor 
would be guilty of so suicidal and asinine 
an act. There is only one thing worse 
than the rascality of the wretch who im- 
j>osed upon the San Francisco daily, and 
that is the stupidity and shortsightedness 
of the Monitor in advertising the fact to 
the world, and in assuming that the Ex­ 
aminer printed the thing with intent to 
insult a churchman. 


O n e of the chief manifestations of hood- 
luniism in small cities is the charging of the 
air with obscenity and profanity. If a 
citizen walks out with his wife or daughter 
any considerable distance ujon city streets 
of an evening he is liable to pass groups 
of young fellows whose loud-mouthed con­ 
versation would shock the ears of the 
Sphinx and cause a statue to blush. Such 
offences are rare in San Francisco because 
there is a stringent local ordinance against 
the use of vulger and obscene language, 
and because the police force is so large 
that the corner gangs áre cowed into 
silence—at least on the principal high­ 
ways. 
The fair fame of any city is a 
matter of pride, and that it is at all 
lowered is due to the immunity enjoyed by 
the hoodlum, the opium fiend and the 
“ lover” class, the loafer and the rowdy 
revellers who lonnge upon the streets 
and in parks at all hours from dusk 
to early morning, and whose “ choice ” 
language is unrestrained in freedom or in 
loudness of tone. This Ls the class that 
stone houses, destroy shade trees, deface 
fences, insult the weak, knock down tbe 
defenseless, leer at the women and inde­ 
cently follow them on the street, make the 
public parks places of assignation, revel in 
all-night doggeries and are spewed out 
only to fight each other and passers-by, 
and who howl in the still hours and make 
themselves otherwise obnoxious. There is 
too much of this kind of offending ; there 
are too many of the dissolute and vicious 
class in cities ; too much of hoodlumism 
and revelling; too much of infamy on 


street and highway, and it is time to end 
it all, and one of the best and first of 
methods is to shut np the doggeries at a 
seasonable hour, as the ¡6u¡ reme Court has 
decided all municipal authorities have 
the power to do. 


T h e Government work just completed 
in the Ohio river, and to which we have 
reierred, must not be understood to have 
any application and schemes for the 
reclamation of tbe Sacramento river. 
Its value to ns is found only in 
the fact that the Federal Government 
has not hesitated to expend-ten millions of 
dollars in saving a river of the nation to 
the commerce of the region it traverses. 
The Ohio work is known as the Chauvine 
V. ieket I)am. The Monongahela and the 
Allegheny rivers unite at Pittsburg and 
form the Oiiio, hut the result of the con­ 
tinence is a capricious one, for these 
streams rise and fall with great rapidity, 
and thus exceeding high and very low 
water stages follow, so that the Ohio river 
boat* cannot come up to the city except in 
mean or very high water. The work con­ 
structed consists of a so-called moveable 
dam thrown across the stream. When it' 
is closed, high water, in the nature of a 
pool, is secured behind it, while at low 
water it is thrown down or open and boats 
pass over it. The- sub-structure is of solid 
masonry, and at its highest point is two 
feet below low-water mark. The upper 
works of the dam consist of a series of 
gates, that are raised or lowered with 
great rapidity by tlie operations of a der­ 
rick that runs upon a track over the dam. 
When the gates are all drawn up, six feet 
or more of water is secured above, but 
necessarily the plane of the river on the 
lower side is much below that on the up­ 
per. To permit the passage of boats, a 
lock is therefore necessary at one end of 
tlie dam. This lock is a novelty, inasmuch 
as it is not made with swinging mitre- 
gates, but is opened and closed by means 
of truss constructions that Tun in and out 
from tlie shore side and may be projected 
or withdrawn by one man working a 
crank. This lock is 600 feet in length 
and thus equal to any of the demands of 
river commerce. 


T he assurance that John Sherman will 
be returned to the United States Senate 
makes it certain that his scheme for limit­ 
ing representation from Southern States, 
according to the freedom allowed to voters 
there, will be made especially prominent 
in Congress. Mr. Sherman proposes that 
tbe principle of representation shall apply 
only where it guarantees the full and free 
exercise of the rights of citizenship that 
have not been forfeited by criminal acts. 
This will be in one sense waving the 
bloody shirt, but it is certain to call to its 
Support all old-iine Republicans who be­ 
lieve that a grevious mistake was made in 
not guaranteeing to the black man, from 
the day of emancipation, the full exercise 
of his rights as an enfranchised citizen. 


S a y s the Examiner: “ When an unfit 
man happens to squeeze through the bars 
and gets appointed to a Federal office, 
wbat thunders of anathema go np from the 
opposition press.” Oh, no; all the thun­ 
dering has been done by the Democratic 
President, who has been so frequently im­ 
posed upon by his own partisans that be 
has come to look with suspicion upon everv 
Democratic signature, petition and in­ 
dorsement presented to him. The “ oppo­ 
sition ” has sense enough to let the Democ­ 
racy have all the rope it wants.

The "Official Postal Guide” for October 
shows the total number of postoffices in the 
United States and Territories on the 1st of 
October was 51,531. Of these there are 71 
first-class offices, or those with salary at 
$3,000 or over per annum ; 382 of second- 
class, salary $2,000 to $3,000; 1.730 of third- 
clasS, salary $1,006 to $2,000. All offices at 
which the postmasters are paid salaries of 
$1,000 or more per annum are Presidential 
offices, or, in other words, the nostmasters 
are appointed by the President and have to 
be confirmed by the .Senate. There are 
2,233 such offices. Of the fourth-class, or 
postmasters whose annual salaries are less 
than $1,000, there are 40,203. All fourth- 
class postmasters are appointed by the Post­ 
master-General, independent of the Presi­ 
dent and Senate. It is in this class that as 
high as from two to three hundred changes 
a day has at times been recently announced. 
The salary for the office in this city is 
$3,000, which brings it in the list of offices 
of the first-class, and which explains whv 
Sacramento always has a ‘first-class” Post­ 
master. 
’ 
The action taken by the public meeting 
at the Court-house on Thursday evening, 
concerning the cottony cushion'scale, was 
wise, and in contrast' with the culpable 
neglect which is witnessed at other places, 
shows that our citizens have the intelli­ 
gence and public spirit to promptly meet 
and dispose of any and all matters’whicli 
endanger the welfare of the city. The ac­ 
tion of the Mayor and City Trustees in call­ 
ing the meeting, and now pledging the 
necessary funds to thoroughly exterminate 
the pest, is most commendable,and will be 
warmly indorsed and appreciated bv every 
resident of the city. 
The selection by the 
meeting of Matthew Cooke to carry out the- 
work was far the best that could be made, 
and it is to be earnestly hoped that his 
health, which has been so greatly impaired 
by rheumatism for several months past as 
to confine him to his home, and much ol 
the time to his bed, will permit him to take 
this matter in band, and promptly carrv it 
to a successful end. No one else could'do 
it so well, nor would take so great interest 
in doing it.

At the Bay District track, Thursday, in 
the trot for named horses, for a purse of 
$400, Grover C. won the second, fourth and 
fifth heats, distancing Blaine.

Attorney-General E. C. Marshall has filed 
his affidavit with the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court in tbe mandamus proceedings to be 
instituted to compel Auditor Strother to 
make the 12* per cent, addition to the as­ 
sessment roll, as ordered by the State 
Board of Equalization. Tbe affidavit re­ 
cites the circumstances of the case, and 
briefly sets forth tbe need of the proceed­ 
ings. " 
. 
Consul Bee has just completed the com­ 
pilation of statistics showing tbe number 
of arrivals and departures of Chinese from 
this port since the Restriction Act treat 
into force, on May 6, 1882. The figures tell 
a story which will be of deep interest to 
the whole State, and the working man will 
hail the announcement that the Mongolian 
population is decreasing at th? rat? of 
nearly 16,000 a year. The departures from 
this port since the Act went into effect foot 
up 41,960, against 17,656 arrivals during the 
same time. The present rate of decrease, 
by death and departure, with a proper en­ 
forcement of the Restriction Act, will soon 
settle the Chinese question on this coast. 
The Yosemite Commissioners, at a spe­ 
cial meeting Thursday, ordered the pay­ 
ment of $3,500 voted by the Legislature to 
Big Oak Flat Yosemite Toll Road Com­ 
pany for the portion of their road within 
the Yosemite grant. The Guardian of the 
valley was also requested to take climatic 
observations during the winter. The Board 
adopted the plans submitted by E. L. 
Chandler, of Los Angeles, for the new 
hotel in the valley. The new hotel will be 
Swiss in architecture, with three stories 
and an attic. 
Provision is made for a 
porch across the front and balconies to 
match. It will have sixty-five" bedrooms, 
and all the modem appliances. Proposals 
will be advertised for, and bids received ac­ 
cording to tbe usual method. 


A R isky Custom.—Tbe Nevada Traneeript 
o f October 16th says : 
The sad experience of old man Puder, 
whose cache of $560, representing the sav­ 
ings of a lifetime, was found and relieved 
of its treasure by a thief, ought to prove a 
warning to people who are in the habit of 
being their own bankers. But the lesson, 
like mo6t of its kind before, will be thrown 
away. Many men and women will go on 
hiding their jewelry and money down cel­ 
lar and np garret, in stovepipes, in bams, 
behind pictures, beneath carpets and beds, 
and in hundreds of other such places where 
smart robbers hunt for spoils, and they will 
go on losing their possessions tilt the un­ 
dertaker hides them in a box. No one can 
form an idea of the wealth thus secreted 
around Nevada City, for instance, but it 
must aggregate tens of thousands of dollars.

W inter D rills—R egim ental B all—C ourts- 
M artlal—The Colonel R e-elected. 
T he cool season being now upon us will 
enable the com panies to settle down to their 
w inter work. 
It is probable th at practice 
a t battalion drills, review s, dress parades, 
guard m ounts, etc.. will be held sem i­ 
m onthly. and th at only two com panies will 
participate in each practice, in order that 
all of the men of each m ay engage in it, 
and th at Lieutenants and field officers m ay 
have an opportunity to take an active part 
in the drills.

precautions, and the exaction of silence in 
th e ranks, at the close of the w inter there 
will be no regim ent in the State that can 
a t all approach this in battalion evolutions.

INFORMATION 
I POS 
AGRICULT­ 
URE AND HORTICULTURE. 


T he V alu e an d P rep aration o f M a­ 
n u res—B ird P ests in V in eyard s— 
G eneral N otes o f Interest. 


There is no subject which has been more 
neglected in this State, and which cannot 
be much longer ignored w ithout serious 
loss to land owners and agriculturists, tiian 
that of the use of fertilizers to keep up the 
strength and productiveness of our soils. 
The thrifty vegetable gardeners around our 
cities, and a few others, understand the 
value of manures, and by their use obtain 
astonishing returns in products, and at the 
same tim e continually improve the fertility 
and vaiue of their lands. Especially should 
all small holders of real estate make their 
smaller possessions capable of producing 
as much as possible. In fact, a sm all piece 
of ground brought to the high state of pro­ 
duction usually acquired and m et with in 
France, and some other countries of Europe, 
wiil yield a greater net profit than many of 
the large, half-tilled California ranches, of 
ordinary land, which are continuously 
plowed, and upon which no fertilizing 
preparations are ever returned to replace 
for the constant drain made upon it, of 
plant food. An Eastern agricultural writer 
of experience recently gave the following 
concerning liquid manures, and how they 
may be prepared for forcing vegetation: 
There are several methods by which the 
fanners and gardeners can prepare their 
liquid manures, with which to force those 
plants that are backward, as well as hasten­ 
ing such as are intended for an early sup­ 
ply. Of course this applies to vegetables, 
though lawn grass, strawberries and bushes 
may be similarly treated. In every family 
there is usually a quantity of soapsuds that 
is never put to practica! use. By arranging 
a water-tight barrel or hogshead, the soap­ 
suds may be made to do valuable service as 
a chemical re-agent. They contain a variety 
of fat acids, which have the power of com­ 
bining with other substances, forming com­ 
pounds entirely unlike the original ele­ 
ments of their composition. By forming 
such compounds they fix the volatile m at­ 
ter, and prevent loss of valuable fertilizing 
material. Thus, for instance, take poultry 
droppings. 
If they are kept constantly 
damp with soapsuds they will be carefully 
preserved in their full strength, as not only 
will the fat acids change them in composi­ 
tion, but the moisture itseif. being an ab­ 
sorbent of ammonia, will assist in prevent­ 
ing loss. 
Many farmers pay annually large sums 
for fertilizers that may be easily prepared 
at honit. Take a bushel of freth manure 
of any kind and mix it with a barrel of 
water soapsuds preferred), and to thesolu- 
tion add two pounds of sulphuric acid, the 
cost for the two pounds, if bought by the 
carboy, not exceeding five cents, and yon 
at once have a solution that is equal to 
pure liquid mannre, as the acid will com­ 
pletely decompose thff solid matter. 
If. 
however, you will add, in addition to the 
manure, for each barrel of water, five 
pounds sulphate of ammonia, ten pounds 
sulphate of potash, two pounds sulphate 
of magnesia, and ten pounds superphos­ 
phate, no sulphuric acid need he used at 
all, and, for every gallon taken out for use, 
three gallons ot water may he added as a 
dilutant, as the solution will be too strong 
for use on tender plants. 
Sprinkle this 
three times a week around the roots of the 
growing plants, and your neighbors will be 
surprised to notice how far advanced in 
growth your vegetables will be. 
Con­ 
sidering the advantages derived, the cost 
wiil be but a trifle. 
Should you object to the use of any 
chemicals at all, then add to the barrel of 
soapsuds two bushels of fresh manure, and 
also a bushel of poultry droppings. Let it 
Btand a week, stirring well once a day, and 
you will have an excellent fertilizer^ espe­ 
cially il the urine from all sources be also 
added. 
In app ying these liquids do not 
saturate the tops of the plants, but pour it 
around the roots only. The ground should 
be kept frequently stirred, in order to pre­ 
vent baking or the formation of crust. 
After the plants have begun to make rapid 
growth, once a week will answer for the 
applications, which should always lie done 
in the evening, in order to avoid the inju­ 
rious effects of the sun. The liquids that 
are usually allowed to flow away from the 
barnyard are more available 
than the 
solids, and whenever a black stream is seen 
collect it and empty into your barrel. 
To make good solid manure, put into a 
barrel the same quantity of m anure and 
other chemicals recommended, or, what is 
better, double the quantity of manure, and 
stir it up in the water till it is all fine. 
Then thicken the whole witii fine earth 
and empty the barrel before keeping it 
under cover. If a little acid is added to the 
water at the beginning it will be better. 
You can use this m ixture hv scattering a 
good handful around each plant, and you 
will soon see the etlects of it after the first 
rain that comes. 


THE QUAIL AND UIRP PEST. 
Mention was recently mado in the col- 
anisof the R ecord-U n io s as to the damage 
doue by birds to the grape crop in many of 
the foothill and m ountain vineyards. A 
ooiuparison of notes 
and 
observations 
made by vineyardists discloses the fact that 
the ravages upon grapes has largely been 
committed by quails. The blue jays and 
other classes of birds also assisted' in the 
destruction. 
Some vineyards have been 
entirely stripped, and not a grape left to be 
gathered. This is probably largely owing 
to the aimost entire absence this year of 
bird food from woods and fields, caused by 
the unusually dry season, but should the 
festive quail, after having learned from 
necessity to raid the vineyards, continue to 
do so hereafter, it would no doubt soon le- 
sult in the blotting out of this kind of 
game. No vine-grower would wish to see 
them protected, and very little regard 
would be paid to the game law concerning 
them. The San Francisco Merchant. re­ 
cently 
speaking 
upon 
the 
damage 
done by quails, said : 
“ This year’s 
vintage 
will 
be 
materially 
reduced 
in 
some sections by the 
ravages 
of 
the quail, which have done considerable 
damage to the grapes. We learn of many 
instances where it has been discovered in 
C 
icking the fruit that a quarter and even 
alfthe bunch had been eaten by the birds. 
Besides the actual loss of projierty this 
necessitates extra care and time in picking 
the grapes, which proportionately increases 
the expense of the vintage. 
If this new 
pest increases every year, which it assured­ 
ly will, there will be a necessity for an 
alteration in the game laws, so that the de­ 
struction to grapes that occurs in the month 
before the ojien season commences may be 
obviated.” 
GENERAL NOTES. 
J. E. Cutter, writing to the Prett and 
Hortiaitturitl. says : Dr. Blatchly, of Fresno, 
who superintended the construction of the 
large dryer for the R. F. Co.. informed me 
that the Muscat grape grows larger at 
Fresno than here, and stated that they 
could produce them that measured three 
and one-half inches in circumference, and 
he had found one specimen of three and 
three-fourths inches. I have duplicated the 
latter—though indeed “ the woods are (not) 
full of them —and can find hundreds of 
the three and one-half inches size. Several 
sample boxes of Fresno raisins that I have 
seen fail to bear out the claims of superior­ 
ity of size, being certainly not above the 
average of what I am accustomed to pack, 
though they are sent out as samples of 
choice, and, presumably, large fruit. 
Pasteur's 
system of vaccination for 
anthrax, of which French fanners have so 
eagerly availed themselves, has been moat 
successfully tried by the Government of 
India— ponies, donkeys, cows, bullocks, 
elephants, sheep and guinea pigs having 
been effectually protected against fatal at­ 
tacks of that destructive d&ease. A lab­ 
oratory for the manufacture of the vaccine 
has been located at Bengal, and, if success­ 
ful, will be followed by similar establish­ 
ments in other centers. A veterinary sur­ 
geon was some time ago sent to study with 
Pasteur, and it is recommended that others 
receive similar instruction. 
David Dunn, Sr., of OeDtrai Colony, has 


discovered what is believed to be the most j 
perfect reruedv for scale bug that lias vet I 
been tried, 
tie takes common rock salt' 
and boils it down to strong brine, and then " 
applies the brine with a mop or whitewash 
brush, and wherever the branches are 
saturated with the brine the bugs are abso­ 
lutely destroyed. The remedy is so cheap 
and simple that no one need have his 
orchard ruined by this most destructive in­ 
sect for w ant of the means to destroy it. It 
should have a thorough test, and if as ef­ 
fective as Mr. I)unn claims it to be. he 
should be voted a pension.—[Fresno Re­ 
publican. 
It is said that a large crop of apples may 
be grown when a hive of bees is stationed 
in the orchard. The pollen is rubbed from 
their bodies against the pastils of thousands 
ot flowers, which thus become fertilized. 
Many of the strange freaks of hybridizing 
varieties are due to the agency of bees. This 
method is not generally necessary, how­ 
ever, in C'alilornia to increase the bearing 
of apple trees, as tickling, rather than m ul­ 
tiplying fruit, is what should be done here. 
We received to-dav five apples of the 
Gloria Mundi variety, from the orchard of 
Richard Fulkerson, which are among the 
finest specimens of apples we have ever 
seen. They are all of nearly the same size, 
and the largest measures fifteen and one- 
half inches in circumference. The others 
fall but little short of this measurement. 
It would not take many apples of this size 
to til 1 a barrel.—[Santa Ito6a Republican. 
A Pennsylvania farmer last year sold 
over $6,0o0 worth of potatoes from twelve 
acres. He fertilized with a compost of 
hard wood ashes and oyster-shell lime, 
plowed dee¡), planted medium-sized, well- 
formed, uncut potatoes, three feet apart, 
gave level cultivation and cultivated often. 
From one hill he took thirty-one fine 
large tubers. 
The time speni in scouring plows or run­ 
ning to the shop for repairs when the soil 
is in condition for working, is criminal 
waste. The time to put implements in re­ 
pair is before their use is required. Ail 
bright surfaces should have been covered 
with a m ixture of lampblack and kerosene 
and carefully preserved from abrasion 
when last put away. 
The Cincinnati Enquirer says : A farmer 
in the oil regions of Pennsylvania warns 
people against using petroleum on fruit 
trees and shrubbery. In the vicinity of 
flowing wells it kills all the trees; and an 
orchard in w hich the trees had been painted 
with it showed handsome bark and fine 
fruit the first year, but afterward declined. 
The Colusa Sun says: L. F. Moulton is 
having a large bend in the river cleared of 
timber, and intends planting out an im ­ 
mense peartorebard. This iand is between 
the levee and the river, and he has found 
by careful examination that pear trees can­ 
not be killed by water standing on them in 
the winter aud spiring months. 
The fumes of sulphur will destroy any 
vermin that may be lurking in the feathers 
of the under part of the fowl. To do this 
properly pay a visit to the hen in the night 
and slightly disturb her, when by a natural 
instinct she will bristle tip her feathers ail 
over her body. 
This, then, is the best 
chance for using the sulphur. 
Says thé Marysville Appeal: Sheepm en 
inform us that good pasture for shoep is 
scarcer now than ever before known and 
hard to obtain. 
The stubble fields are 
pretty much all engaged at high prices, 
aud the foothill grasses have been pretty 
well cleaned out by grassltopipers. 
A swine-breeder says ; It is fair to assume 
that at least nine-tenths of the diseases in 
young pigt are due to overfeeding. It is not 
safe to feed young pigs all they will eat u n ­ 
til they are at least four months old, and 
then it is not best unless they are destined 
for early market. 
Dr. Congar, of Pasadena, says that the 
seedling orange crop will be very heavy in 
that section, while the budded crop will bo 
light this coming season. This, it is said, 
is the reverse of what it is in Riverside. 
It is said that the spores of sm ut found 
in sm utty grain are so small that 7,500,(XXI 
can be placed side by side in tbc space of 
one square incb. 
It has boon estimated that various insects 
damage (lie crops of this country to an an­ 
nual am ount of $30,000,000. 
The’ runners from young strawberries 
should be kept trimmed off. unless needed 
for additional plants. 
Apple trees are much benefited by an 
occasional dressing of the ground with 
wo'xl ashes. 
The olive crop of southern Europe is 
estimated to be worth 475,000,000 francs. 


WAITING FOR THE SPOILS. 


L in co ln as a C o n g ressm an . 
Elihu B. W ashburne, our late Minister 
to France, in an article entitled "Abraham 
Lincoln in Illinois," published in the Aotih 
American Review for October, thus speaks 
of the martyred President at the period of 
his election to Congress : 
“ Mr. Lincoln took his seat in Congress 
on the first Monday in December. 1847. 
* 
* 
* 
He sat in the old hall of the 
House of Representatives, and for the long 
session was so unfortunate as to draw one 
of the most undesirable seats in the hall. 
He participated hut little in the active 
business of the House, and made the per­ 
sonal acquaintance of but few members. 
He was attentive and conscientious in the 
discharge of his duties, and followed the 
course of legislation closely. 
W hen ho 
took his seat in the House, the campaign 
of 1848 for President was just opening. 
“ I was again in W ashington part of the 
winter of 1840 (after the election of General 
Taylor), and saw much of Mr. Lincoln. A 
small num ber of mutual friends—includ­ 
ing Mr. Lincoln—made np a party to at­ 
tend the inauguration ball together. 
It 
w as by lar the most brilliant inauguration 
ball ever given. Of course Mr. Lincoln had 
never seen anything of the kind before. 
One of the most modest and unpretending 
persons present, he could not have dreamed 
that like honors were to come to him al­ 
most within a littlo more than a decade. 
"H e was greatly interested in ail that 
was to bo seen, and we did not take our de­ 
parture until 3 or 4 o'clock in the morning. 
When we went to the cloak and liat-room, 
Mr. Lincoln had no trouble in finding his 
short cloak, which little more than covered 
his shoulders, but, after a long search, was 
unable to find his hat. After an hour he 
gave up all idea of finding it. Taking his 
cloak on his arm he walked out into Judi­ 
ciary square, deliberately adjusting it on his 
shoulders, and started off bareheaded for 
his lodgings. It would bo hard to forget 
the sight of that tall and slim man, with 
bis short cloak thrown over his shoulders, 
without any hat on, starting for his long 
walk home on Capitol H ill at 4 o’clock in 
the morning. And this incident is akin 
to one related to me by the Librarian of the 
Supreme Court of the' United Slates. Mr. 
Lincoln came to the library one day for the 
purpose of procuring some law books 
which he wanted to take to his room for 
examination. 
Getting together all the 
books he wanted, he placed them in a 
pile on a table. Taking a large ban­ 
dana handkerchief from his pocket, he 
tied them up ; and putting a stick which 
he had brought with him through a knot 
he had made in the lianderchief, adjusting 
the package of books to his slick, he shoul­ 
dered it and marched off from the library 
to his room. In a few days he returned 
the books in the same wav.’’ 


iMDVRTANrK OF W.ATKR FOR PLANTS.— 
In experiments performed by Sir J. B. 
Lawes he found that most plants exhaled 
during the four or five months of their 
growth more than 200 times their dry 
weight of water, drawn up from the soil in 
which they grew. Dr. J. H. Gilbert stated 
that the amount of water giren off by 
plants during growth might be approxi­ 
mately estimated as equal to a depth of 
three inches of rain for every ton of drv 
substance grown. Messrs. Lawes and Gil­ 
bert found by actual experiment that a 
crop of hay growing on land that had 
been manured, and giving about a ton and 
a half per acre, evaporated two inches 
more rain than an nnmanured crop of less 
than a third of a ton. These two inches 
were equal to 200 tons of water. 
A heavy 
crop ot barlev evaporated nine inches, or 
1,800 'tons of water more than bare land 
lying alongside. These experiments show 
the importance of underdraining so as to 
keep the soil pulverized and mellow, to 
hold like a sponge the water which falls on 
it. and give it off to growing plants as thev 
need it. A good growing crop keeps the 
soil in better condition than a soil without 
a crop, the latter being easily flooded, and 
again parched by drought; and without 
underdraining. either artificial or natural, 
the soil cannot be brought into a good con­ 
dition to absorb and hoid surplus water.—

A correspondent, writing from Zanzibar, 
on August 25th, says the slave trade is very 
brisk just now. 
Both her Majesty’s ships 
Kingfisher and Dragon have made captures 
recently. The Kingfisher’s capture was very 
cleverly and courageously effected: The 
steam cutter, being short of coal, left one 
man and an interpreter on the lookout— 
with orders to mark down any dhows ar­ 
riving, but not to get into danger—while 
she ran down to the depot island to fill up 
with coals. Scarcely had she got ont ot 
sight when in came a dhow. The captain 
and crew eagerly scanned the surrounding 
bays and islands for men-of-war boats, and 
finding none, dropped their anchor. 
Per­ 
ceiving that she was a doubtful and suspi­ 
cious vessel, the interpreter obtained an old 
canoe, place the blue jacket in the bottom 
of it with a strict injunction not to 
show himself, and proceeded to pull 
off 
to the 
stranger. 
Arriving with­ 
in a few hundred yards of the dhow, 
the captain espied the blue-jacket in the 
bottom of the canoe, and, together with 
his crew of Arabs (five in number), pro­ 
ceeded to load their gnns and flourish their 
swords. 
At this crisis the blue-jacket, 
sailor-like, wanted to make a dash for the 
dhow ; but the interpreter, with poor Cap­ 
tain Brownrigg’s fate fresh in his memory, 
was more wary. 
“ W ait a bit, Jack,” said 
he, " we’ll get them all r i g h t a n d poling 
the canoe on the shore, he ran along the 
beach a little way to a small bay where the 
boats lie generally hid, and began to shout 
and shriek to two imaginary boats, telling 
them to be quick. 
“ Come on, come on," 
he shouted; " they are going to jum p over­ 
board and swim on shore ;"¡ and sure enough 
these five Arab3 sprang overboard, and 
swimming to the shore, four of them ran 
into the bush, and were not seen again. 
One of them, however, the captain of the 
dhow, finding that the boats did not turn 
up, made toward the bluejacket witb 
his g u n : but Jack was quite equal to 
the occasion. 
Every time the Arab at­ 
tempted to take aim Jack flung him self 
down in the sand; and, on the other side, 
the Arab, who was up to his waist in the 
water, ducked underneath whenever the 
sailor covered him with his rifle. Jack did 
not seem to realize the danger of letting 
the Arab come within range of his gun 
until the interpreter had repeatedlv told 
him that if he did not “ p in k ” the" Arab, 
the Arab would “ pink " him. So the next 
chance he got he fired, and must have 
struck the Arab somewhere in the chest, 
for he just shrieked "A llah I” threw up his 
arms, and sank beneath the water. W hen 
the officer returned he found his man and 
the interpreter in quiet possession of a 57- 
ton dhow with thirty-five slaves in her. 
The dhow has been condemned, the slaves 
liberated, and the Court expressed an opin­ 
ion that the Arab's death was perfectly 
justifiable.—{St. Jam es’ Gazette, September 
10th.

Wife-Selling. 
The custom of selling and purchasing 
wives in England certainly can claim a 
very respectable antiquity, and probablv is 
based upon the ancient la’ws of the Anglo- 
Saxons. If a freeman took awav the wife 
of a freeman he was to pay his "full were- 
geld, to buy another wife "for the injured 
husband and deliver her at his home. In 
the reign of Cannte the law received some 
modification; no guardian could compel 
his ward to marry a man she disliked, and 
the money paid for her was to be a volun­ 
tary gift, and not a compulsory payment. 
It is not unnatural to suppose that the com­ 
modity thus obtained by money was trans­ 
ferable to another for a similar considera­ 
tion whenever it may have become useless 
or disagreeable to its original purchaser. It 
seems, however, not impossible that the 
commencement of the custom would be 
found even in times antecedent, when wo­ 
men guilty of unfaithfulness were either 
put to death or sold as slaves. The value 
of a wife seems to have been mostly held 
in light esteem, for one was sold at Glou­ 
cester market by auction in 1841 for half a 
crown, and it is recorded lhat the purcha­ 
ser frequently congratulated himself on his 
"bargain.” 
Even in a commercial sense 
he could well afford to be jubilant, for the 
“ lot” was attired in a new white bonnet 


and a black gown, the usual ornament in 
the wav of a halter being inclnded, which 
was not bad consideration for his money, 
let alone the lady's charms. In the year 
1859 another instance of this moral degra­ 
dation was furnished bv the town of Dud­ 
ley, where hundreds of ¡-eople were assem­ 
bled in Hall street one i veiling to attend a 
wife sale. 
The first bid was three-balf- 
pence, and ultimately reached sixpence. 
Her husband, in his ignorance, thought 
that after the ceremony had been repeated 
three times she actually had no claim upon 
him . In 1881 a wife was sold at Sheffield 
for the paltry consideration of a quart of 
beer, and in 186? a similar purchase was 
made at Selby-market Gross at the cost of 
only one-half that amount, merely a pint 
ot beer, which was thought sufficient for a 
m an's helpmate. The tariff would seem to 
bo on a downward-sliding scale as we ad­ 
vance in the century, for a case occurs, re­ 
corded by the South Wales Daily A net, 
May 2 ,1882, at Alfreton, where a woman 
was sold by her husband for a still lower 
valuation in a public house. The modus 
operandi had the charm of simplicity ; in a 
room full of men he offered to seil her for a 
guns i.t ale, and the offer being accepted 
by a young man, she readily agreed, took 
off her wed ling ring, and from lhat time, 
considered herself the property of the pur­ 
chaser.—[Harper's Weekly. 


The D ea th-R ate of W ar.—It is a tru- 
i-in that in war disease kills more than the 
bullet. The detailed facts showing this, 
however, in case of our own war, are of es­ 
pecial interest. The States and Territories 
contributed to the army of the Union 
3,50u,000 men. 
Of these, during the four 
years of war, there were kiik’ i in action 07,­ 
030, or 2.88 per cent.; there died of wounds 
43,000, or 1.85 per cent., making a total of 
deaths from violence of 110,030, or 4.73 per 
cent. 
On the other hand there died from 
disease 224,586. or 9.68 per cent., disease be­ 
ing thus tw ice as fatal as ihc ballet. 
The 
total mortality among Union soldiers dur­ 
ing th e war would be 334,616, or 14 14 of 
those engaged. Thus, over fourteen out of 
every hundred soldiers died in ihc four 
years' war. This is an enormous death- 
rate, but figures are often wrongly used, and 
they do not accurately indicate the mortali­ 
ty- rightly attributable to the war. The or­ 
dinary death-rate among male adults is 
about nine per thousand annually in this 
country. During’the four years uf the war 
there would have occurred, under ordinary 
circumstances, among the 3,500,000, about 
126,000 deaths, leaving, therefore, otily 
somewhat over 200,000 deaths attributable 
to the war. To put it in agencral way, in ­ 
stead of four men who would have died in 
the natural course of events, fifteen men 
out of every hundred died in the conree of 
the war. The death rate from bullets is 
only a little greater than the death-rate in 
civil life, but the soldier has added the 
enormous risks from diseases— [Medical 
Record. 


R ural L etter-Ca r r ie r s.—Bicycles and 
tricycles now help many of our rural post­ 
men to “ make good time,” as they say in 
America, provided their beats lie in fairlv 
level country, with tolerable roads. 
But I 
am not aware that the letter-carriers of the 
Fen districts have profited bv the wisdom 
of their French brethren in the Depart­ 
ment of Landes, that desert region of 
reedy marshes and 
ever-shifting sands, 
only traversed by muddy uncertain r^ads. 
Year by year, owing to "the prevalence of 
westerly winds, the dunes (as these sand­ 
hills are called) encroach more and more 
on the fertile iracts. actually overwhelm­ 
ing houses and vineyards. Here and there, 
on the marshy heath, or in the forests of 
corktrees, are scattered the wretched huts 
o f !he people, who are mostly shepherds, 
cork-cnltera, and charcoal-burners. 
One 
of their chief industries is the manufac­ 
ture of *abotJ, or wooden shoes, clumsy 
indeed, 
but 
warranted to 
stand 
any 
am ount of woar-and-Uar. But even these 
active peasants find it exhausting work 
alternately to trudge ankle-deep in tne 
light sand, or through oozy pcat-moss, so 
they have borrowed a hint from the long­ 
legged water-birds that stalk among the 
marshes, and have adopted the plan of 
walking on very lengthy stilts. Thus they 
"et over the ground at double pace, anil 
being well raised above the world they 
can keep a better out-look for their stray 
sheep or swine, or for the position of such 
game as may be worth stalking at leisure.

T w in S isters 94 Y ears Old.—In the 
town of Summit. Schoharie county, are 
two rem arkably old ladies, twins of 94 years 
of age. They were born on the flth day of 
August, 1791, in Dutiiiess county. 
Four 
years later their father, Henry Tinkle- 
paugh, removed to the town of Summit, 
built a log house and prepared to spend the 
remainder of his days in that fertile region. 
Bess and Kate, as the young lasses were 
called, soon won the admiration of the 
sturdy farmer lads of that section, and at 
sweet 16 Bess accepted the lot of W illiam 
Brazee, and settled down to married life. 
Fifteen years ago she entered her widow­ 
hood after a long and happy married life.

Each is said to be capable of 
walking a distance of five miles to the vil­ 
lage with little apparent effort, and they 
are, on the whole, the most remarkable 
twins perhaps in the State. Their parents 
reached the age of 90 and 91 years respect­ 
ively, and a ) ounger brother is still living 
in Sullivan county at the ago of 82 years.

G reat E arthquake 
of S cio.—Among 
the more recent earthquakes was the one 
that destroyed most of the Island of Scio. 
On the 3d of April. 1881, about an hour 
and forty minutes after noon, the citv of 
Scio and thirty or forty villages in "the 
southern part of the island were disturbed 
with a violent trepidation. 
The shaken 
and cracked houses were still standing, 
when, a few minutes afterward, a second 
shock, equally violent, came on. and fin­ 
ished the work of the first. W ith it five 
thousand persons were buried under the 
rubbish. 
A little while afterward four 
thousand other persons were killed. Hardly 
had the people recovered from the terror of 
one shock, than others come on, causing 
general panic and stupor. H ardly a quar­ 
ter of an hour would pass without a new 
shock, and the wounded who had suc­ 
ceeded in extricating themselves from the 
rubbish were buried in it again. “ Death,” 
said an eye-witness, “ seemed to pursue its 
victims with fury. In less than an hour 
Scio was an utter ruin.” The agitations of 
the ground continued, with only short in­ 
terruptions, for a year. Daring 1879 and 
and 1880 Scio had sufferpd from tremors, 
sometimes repeated as many as ten times 
in a day. 
Mitylene and Smyrna were also 
similarly affected, but none ot tho shocks 
were strong enough to .cause great anxiety. 
They were, as it were, the subterranean 
preparation for the catastrophe that was to 
buret out a few months afterward.—[M. A. 
Daubree, in Popular Science Monthly. 


L am p S hades and t h e E y es.—Professor 
H . L. Cohn describes a long series of deter­ 
minations of the relative values of various 
forms of lamp shades. The method pur­ 
sued was to measnre the brightness of white 
paper lying on a table, over which the 
source of artificial light was suspended at a 
given distance, by means of a Weber pho­ 
tometer. As one would anticipate, the 
general effect of a shade is to increase very 
greatly the illumination immediately under 
tho light, and not modify it notablv at an 
angular distance greater than 45° from this 
region. The last section of the pamphlet, 
which deals with the illumination requi­ 
site for easiest use of the eves, is of the 
most general interest. Taking as a meas­ 
ure of the value of the illumination in this 
sense the number of lines which can be 
read from a newspaper in a minute, aud as 
the unit of illumination that of a normal' 
candle at a perpendicular distance of a me­ 
ter from the paper, he finds that the best 
illumination is not less than fifty such 
units. Since even a fifth of this illumina­ 
tion is Very rarely secured, except imme­ 
diately under a lamp provided with a good 
shade, the author emphasizes the conclu­ 
sion that few school children work in a 
satisfactory light—[From Science.

T h a n in F o rm e r H ay s. 
In any comparison between the present 
generation an i our grandfathers or great­ 
grandfathers it is usually assumed that we 
are superior to them in temperate use of 
intoxicating liquors. Gentlemen 11 0 longer 
come reeling im o the drawing-room after a 
debauch at the dinner table. Five-bottle 
men have gone the way of the world, and 
the days of prolonged potations are at an 
end. 
At a dinner party heavy drinking is 
regarded as a disgraceful anachronism, and 
a man who get.- drunk excludes himself 
from good society. All this is very true, 
hut it does not prove the assertion that we 
are more sober people than our grand­ 
fathers; it only proves that we do nut get 
drunk in the s me wav as they did. 
It is quite possible to drink a great deal 
of liquor—even of strong liquor—without 
yielding 
to that absolute intoxication 
which reveals itself in inarticulate speech, 
staggering movements, or sc nseless stupor. 
A good deal depends 011 whether the liquor 
is consumed at a sitting or in drams taken 
at intervals during the day. 
Violent or 
helpless intoxication is but one amone the 
phases of drunkenness. 
It inay be. said 
that few men now allow themselves to be 
seen in this condition. Some of these are 
confirmed sots and are always tippling ; 
but, as a rule, when men of tins class get 
drunk it is not by the means of habitual 
drains, but as the natural conclusion of a 
drinking bout in which they have engaged 
with a distinct expectation, if not expressly 
for the sake of this result. There is a “ big 
d ru n k " recurring with more or less fre­ 
quency, and in the intervals they are per­ 
haps as sober as ju lges. This was once the 
way in which gentlemen settled down to 
their cups, bat the fashion has been gradu­ 
ally descending in the social scale. 
But this is only one kind of drunken- 
necs, and not in all respects the most 
dangerous and destructive kind. Its very 
grossness, and the violent external indica­ 
tion.'’ which accompany it, supply to some 
extent a warning, if not a corrective. It is a 
rock on which no vessel can split unawares. 
There is a sharp unmistakable penalty for 
each carouse, which suggests reflection and 
encourages reform. 
If a m an goes to the 
dogs in this manner he goes with his eyes 
open, and everybody can see plainly 
what has happened, and can put to­ 
gether cause and effect, and draw the 
necessary moral. It is the strong, still car- 
rent of the stream above the falls, the 
fatal grip of which is not appreciated 
until it is too late to struggle against 
it which is most to be dreaded. 
It is possible for a man to be very much 
the worse for drink, as the phrase is, both 
in a moral and q physical sense, without 
showing it in his gr.it or speech, and even 
to be all but a confirmed drunkard without 
him self being more than faintly aware of 
the peril in which he stands. 
Hence the 
serious and alarming aspect of the kind of 
drunkenness that is now becoming so 
prevalent in h ciety, even in quarters where 
it has been hitherto little suspected, drunk­ 
enness which, stopping short of absolute 
intoxication, takes the form of a perpetual 
and feverish craving for alcoholic excite­ 
ments, fur nips and drams, for odd glasses 
of whisky straight and tipples of brandy 
at irregular hours.

to 
get 
fairly 
drunk once or twice 
every lew 
weeks 
than to > u ! i him self in bondage to an evil 
desire, which when once indulged, estab­ 
lishes its dominion by praying

stomach and destroying the appetite of its 
wretched victim, and thus compelling him 
to depend on stim ulants for sustenance. It 
is possible for a time to make alcohol a 
substitute for food, but, of course, it can 
M enly I 
ne, and the end is certain, 
^% :i.l often swift in com in», There is. < f 
course, a constant tendency to increase the 
dose, and tho tipler's condition js always 
beooming more pitiable and helpless; but 
bis descent is smooth and not interrupted 
by the shocks which pul! up the more vio­ 
lent drunkard in his desperate career, and 
almost compel him, in spite of himself, to 
reflect on the misery and degradation which 
he is accumulating lor himself.—[Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal.

Laid down at Portsmouth in June, 187D, 
and launched in March, 1882, the powerful 
armor-clad Colossus, which may be fairly 
said to represent the latest and most p trf ct 
developnn ut of a fighting ship), went out of 
harbor yesterday 111 ruing for the trial of 
her heavy-gun mountings and auxiliary 
arm aments, which was all that was re­ 
quired to complete her for sea. Owing, 
however, to certain delects manifesting 
themselves in the gun mechanism, the 
trial of the at'.er-turret guns was not com­ 
pleted, daylight having gone before the 
necessary readjustments could be made. 
The Colossus is a powerfully-armed double­ 
turret hip of modern design and construc­ 
tion, and was the first battle ship built of 
■teel at Portsmouth. In this respect she 
differ? from her prototype, the Inflexible, 
as well as in some others, and most partic­ 
ularly in regard to her guns and gun gear. 
As in the older ship, the turrets arc ar­ 
ranged diagonally across the middle line 
amidships, so as to enable the whole of the 
guns to be tired either directly ahead or 
directly astern. This arrangement is a great 
improvement upon that of earlier turret 
ships, and has been adopted in the Ajax 
and Agamemnon. Slightly longer and

CITY BOND CASES. 


THE VARIOUS SUITS CONCERNING 


OUR INDEBTEDNESS. 


A H isto ry o r th e L itig a tio n R e la t­ 
in g to th e B o n d s a n d C o u p o n s 
H ejd A g a in s t th e C ity. 


For llic past four years there lias been 
the most voluminous litigation against this 
city and its Treasurer and Board o f Trus­ 
tees, embracing all conceivable forms of 
actions. 
A search of the records has been 
made, to ascertain the extent and char­ 
acter of thenumerouB actions growing out 
o f the bonded indebtedness of 1S59, author­ 
ized, as is held by the Courts, by the Con­ 
solidation Act of 1858. 
The first suit instituted against the city 
was that of Julius Hausmeister vs. the 
City o f Sacramento, filed in the United 
States Circuit Court in March, 1880. 
This 
action was dismissed under an agreement 
made with Daniel Meyer, the agent of 
Hausmeister, whereby the Trustees were to 
Í>ay the interest due for the years 1877-8. 
n December, 1880, H . Am y & Co., of New 
York, by George Cadwalader, their attor­ 
ney, commenced suit against the city for 
$19,039, upon overdue coupons. This case 
still appears upon the register as pending 
upon demurrer, but, as a matter of fact, an 
arrangement 
was 
made, 
through 
the 
Funded Debt Commissioners and special 
counsel for the city, by which the major 
portion ot the coupons were paid. 
Theodore he Hoy, by his attorneys, Mas- 
tick, Belcher <fc Mastick. on the 27th day of 
January, 1882, instituted an action at law 
in the United States Circuit Court, for 
$32,000 on coupons. 
The complaint in this 
case embodied 250 pages solid printed mat­ 
ter. 
The suit was defended by W . A. A n­ 
derson, City Attorney. 
I,e Iloy died some­ 
time ago, and liis executor was substituted. 
The case still is pending, but lias virtually 
been decided in favor of the city upon the 
authority of a subsequently decided case by 
that Court, wherein it was decided that the 
city could not be sued, and that mandamus 
was the only remedy. 
On February 2 0 ,'1882, E. D. Kennedy- 
sued the city for $10,312 upon coupons due 
in 1873-4-5-6 and 8. 
Winans, Belknap it 
Godoy were his attorneys, and W. A. A n­ 
derson and A. I’. Catlin appeared for de­ 
fendant. This action was also in the United 
States Circuit Court, and is still pending. 
On the same date and in the sam e Court, 
E. I). K ennedy instituted another suit 
against the city for $9,936 on coupons. This 
action was brought to trial, and defended 
by Messrs. Anderson and Catlin, and on 
February 18, 1884, Judge Sawyer decided 
that the action could not be maintained 
against the city, and rendered judgm ent for 
the city-. 
(2 W est Coast Reporter, 223.) 
Thomas Freehill applied to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of mandate against the 
City Treasurer to compel the payment of 
$■126 coupons. This case was afterwards con­ 
solidated with the case of Samuel Davis vs. 
W . E. Chamberlain, Treasurer, for $10,092 
coupons, and both cases tried together. 
Mastick, Belcher & Mastick and J. F. 
Cowdery were attorneys for petitioners, anil 
Messrs. Catlin, Anderson, 
Freeman 
& 
Bates for defendant. The case was a tedi­ 
ous one, in which volumes of testimony 
were taken before Judge P. O. Hundley, to 
whom the Supreme Court referred the cases 
to report “ findings.” 
The principal de­ 
fense in the case w as.tbe statute of lim ita­ 
tions. The Court, after long deliberation, 
held that the statute o f limitation? could 
not obtain against the coupons. 
(Freelnll 
vs. Porter, W est Coast Rep., 7S0.) 
A re­ 
hearing was granted in that case and the 
judgm ent modified, so that coupons should 
not bear interest. 
Daniel Meyer and F. Hooding next com­ 
menced suits against the Board of Trustees, 
Auditor and Treasurer, praying for man­ 
date, in the Superior Court of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Meyer claimed $23,130 and lioeding 
$10,874. 
The cases were 
subsequently 
transferred to Sacramento county for triai. 
A demurrer was interposed by counsel for 
the city, J. H . McKune being employed to 
assist the City Attorney, and by Judge 
McFarland 
was 
sustained. 
Petitioners 
amended the complaints, excluding the 
Trustees and Auditor, leaving the action 
against the Treasurer. 
A demurrer was 
again presented against the cause of action, 
and again sustained. 
From this the peti­ 
tioners, by their attorneys, Denson, Rosen­ 
baum and Scheeline, appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court, where the judgment -vas re­ 
versed and sent back for trial. 
A mng in ­ 
tervention vol.- then filed by counsel for the 
city, setting up the history of the issuance 
o f the bonds, and a...^ing fraud and want 
o f authority. 
M eantime A. Sievers. by 
Chickering & Thomas and Grove L. John­ 
son, his attorneys, commenced proceedings 
of mandamus against the Trustees, A u­ 
ditor and Treasurer fur payment of $16.000. 
The city demurred. 
The demurrer was 
sustained and petitions amended, and the 
case now rests in abeyance. 
Julius Hausmeister, by his attorneys, 
Rosenbaum & Scheeline and Denson, com ­ 
menced an action at law in San Mateo 
county on January 9, 1883, against the city 
of Sacramento, to recover $9,630 coupons. 
The case was subsequently transferred to 
this county. The principle contained in 
the decision in the case of Kennedy vs. the 
city, before mentioned, applies to this case 
and settles it in favor of the city. 
On February 20, 1883, E. D. Kennedy, by 
his attorney, Mr. Cadwalader, sued the city 
for $6,224. Case in abeyance, but will fol­ 
low the decision of the United Slates Cir­ 
cuit CourL in favor of the city, mandate 
being the only remedy. 
N ext came the famous one per cent, case 
by Daniel Meyer vs. John Q. Brown et al., 
which w as to compel a tax levy of $1 on 
each $100 of taxable property.' T his case 
was fought strongly by the city's counsel. 
It was before the Supreme Court in various 
forms three times. 
During its pendency 
the Board o f Trustees were ordered to ap­ 
licar to show cause why the members should 
not he punished tor contempt. 
Subse­ 
quently tin- order was vacated and the case 
was decided against the citv, and tax or­ 
dered levied (3 West Coast Hep., 106 760,. 
It is with regard to this case that an appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the United States 
was contemplated, to be based upon Fed­ 
eral questions thought to be involved. 
On May 3, 1883, Max Hausmeister peti­ 
tioned the Supreme Court for a writ of 
mandate against James N. Porter, Treas­ 
urer, for the payment of $680, coupons— 
Denson, Rosenbaum and Scheeline being 
his attorneys. The case was dismissed on 
m otion of Messrs. McKune and Anderson. 
On December 26. 1882, H. O. and W. H. 
Beatty, attorneys for the Funded Debt 
Commissioners—Albert Gallatin, J. D. Lord 
and I. & S. Wormser—commenced four 
suits for mandate agaiust W. K. Chamber­ 
lain, City Treasurer, f r the follow ing re­ 
spective am ounts: $43,200, $840, $1,500 and 
$(>,000. 
Messrs. Catlin and Anderson are 
counsel for city. 
On September 3, 1883, Max Hausmeister 
petitioned the Superior Court of the county 
o f Sacramento for a writ to compel Treas­ 
urer Porter to apportion 55 per cent, of 
$209,000, the revenue of the city for that 
fiscal year, into the interest anil sinking 
fund. 
Rosenbaum &. Scheeline and S. C. 
Denson were attorneys for petitioner. A n­ 
derson and McKnne & George represented 
the city. The case is still pending. 
December 31. 1883, Daniel Meyer again 
comes forth w ith another application for 
mandate for payment of $10,884, coupons 
T he action is before the Superior Court of 
this county*, with Denson and Rosenbaum 
«St Scheeline attorneys for petitioners. 
On December 20, 1883, Sam Davis, by his 
attorneys, I. S. <fc W. C. Belcher, sued the 
city in the Superior Court of Yuba countv 
for $2,346. Case is still on the calendar, 
hut 
the ruling in 
the Kennedy 
case 
decides this case for the city. 
Daniel Meyer and F. Roeding.by Denson, 
Rosenbaum * Scheeline, commenced two 
suits agaiust the city in San Mateo county, 
on December 30, 18S3, for the respective 
amounts of $6,234 and $4,326. 
They were 
afterwards transferred to Sacramento* coun­ 
ty, upon motion o f City Attorney, but will 
never receive further attention, and they, 
too, are killed by decision in the Kennedy 
case. 
Jas. S. Hutchinson on December 27 ,1883, 
sued the city for $6,020 coupons by Mastick 
Belcher & Mastick attorneys. 
This case 
falls within rule o f sam e decision and is 
thus disposed of. 
On April 28,1884, Daniel Meyer applied 


for a writ of mandate against Jas. N. Porter, 
Treasurer, for payment of $92,000. Denson, 
Rosenbaum & Scheeline are his counsel. 
The intervention above.referred to was also 
interposed in this suit, 
'khe city's counsel 
are Messrs. Anderson, McKune & George. 
Frank Miller on May 5,1884, invoked the 
writ of mandate for $.8,042 against James 
N. Porter. The sam e counsel that appeared 
in the last case are in this on both sides. 
G. K. Fitch filed a petition for mandate 
for $1,080, in coupons, against J. N. Porter, 
on May 12, 1884. 
Denson. Rosenbaum & 
Scheeline for petitioner. No action taken. 
On June 2.1834, in the county of A la­ 
meda, Jnlm Partridge asked for mandate 
for $3,000 against Treasurer Porter. Denson, 
Rosenbaum A Scheeline for petitioner. The 
City Attorney procured the transfer of the 
case to this county, and there it rests. 
On June 3 , 18S4, Max Hausmeister varied 
the monotony of the proceedings by pray­ 
ing for a writ of injunction against the 
Treasurer, to prohibit him from paying out 
o f the treasury any sum in excess of 45 per 
cent, thereof, claim ing that 55 per cent, of 
the gross revenue should be devoted to the 
sinking and interest fund. 
This suit was 
in the United States Circuit Court, and on 
August 25,1884, was decided by Judge Saw­ 
yer in favor of the city. 
(3 W est Coast 
Rep., 594.) 
On June 29. 1885. Daniel Myer invoked a 
writ of mandate against the Treasurer, to 
transfer all the surplus remaining in the 
several funds at the end of the present 
fiscal year. 
He claims this relief under 
Section 36 of the Consolidation Act of 1858. 
The case is pending on demurrer. 
On the 18th of February. 1885, the cases 
o f Meyer vs. Porter upon mandamus were 
called for trial before Judge McFarland. 
It was agreed among 
counsel for the 
various parties that all the mandamus 
cases should 
be included in the hear­ 
ing, and that one judgment should ap­ 
ply to all the cases. Meantime, Sam Davis 
hud filed a complaint of intervention in all 
this class of eases, setting up a prior right on 
account of his coupons having matured 
before those of Meyer. H is claim amounts 
of about $120,000. 
Davis’ counsel in these 
interventions 
are Mastick, 
Belcher 
& 
Mastick, I. S. Belcher, and Freeman <t 
Bates. 
E. I). Kennedy also files an inter­ 
vention in each ease, claim ing $1G,000, cou­ 
pons of prior date to those of Meyer. 
His 
attorneys are 
W inans it Belknap and 
Freeman it Bates. 
The 
Funded 
Debt 
Commissioners and I. and S. Wormser, by 
W. H. Beatty, also intervened upon claim 
of prior rights. 
The trial of the various issues raised by 
these volum inous pleadings continued sev­ 
eral days. 
The arguments were made by 
Denson and Rosenbaum for Meyer and 
Roeding; 
A. C. Freeman for Kennedy; 
W . H . Beatty for Funded Debt Commis­ 
sioners and others; W .C. Belcher for Davis; 
J. H. McKune for the city and A. P. Catlin 
for Porter. On July 26 ,1885, Judge McFar­ 
land rendered an extended opinion in the 
cases, following the rules laid down by the 
Supreme Court on the points already de­ 
cided, and holding that a writ of mandate 
should issue, directing the Treasurer to pay 
the coupons in the order of their maturity, 
and ordered the several parties to prepare 
“ findings.” 
Last Tuesday there were pre­ 
sented to Judge McFarland the findings in 
the case. 
On W ednesday plaintiff moved 
io dismiss the petitions in intervention 
filed by E. D. Kennedy, Sam uel Davis and 
the Funded Debt Commissioners. 
The 
motion was denied, and the argument of 
the case set for 10 a. m. Monday next. The 
findings will probably be settled on that 
day. 
Taking the full and fair aspect of the 
case, the city may be said to be in a very 
favorable position. 
The litigants w ho first 
assaulted the city arc now at war with each 
other, while the city looks cahnly on at the 
contest. 
For the reasons given a short 
tim e since in the colum ns of the Kecord- 
U nion, the city can dictate the terms of a 
compromise as soon as the Court of la3t 
resort shall determine who shall have or 
in what order the m oney in the sinking 
and interest fund shall be paid out.
